FIXED PRICE TENDERS 


PEAKING at the half-yearly meeting of the London Master Builders’ 
Association last week, Mr. Kenneth Foster, the president, referred to the 
part the building industry has to play in reducing inflation. ‘* A way in which 
we can assist the fight against inflation and relieve the building owner of some 
of the uncertainties of the final cost is to increase the limits within which builders 
are prepared to quote fixed prices,’ said Mr. Foster, who added that now that 
the Coal Board and the Transport Commission had fixed their prices to the 
consumer, he hoped that the producers of building materials would see their 
way to improve on their recent arrangements and perhaps stabilise their prices 
for the period of the builders’ contracts instead of between two dates in the 
calendar. He did not mention labour costs, though no calculation can leave 
this question outside of itself. Mr. Foster lays his finger on the main issue— 
that the action of the nationalised industries in stabilising the cost of their 
services now puts an onus on other industries to follow suit, and not least the 
building industry which has a considerable potential contribution to make to 
stability. Any effort which the materials manufacturers may make in holding 
the prices of their commodities can be passed on to the building owner best 
in the form of fixed price tenders. When will the National Federation make 
a pronouncement on this subject ? 

The argument is frequently heard that the time is not ripe for a return to 
fixed prices, and that any such move would at present tend only to push building 
costs even higher since tenderers would cover themselves against likely in- 
creases in cost of materials or labour. The contrary view is that the difference 
between the price at which contracts have recently been taken and the final 
cost after adjustments under the fluctuations clause have been made is much 
smaller than many think, and on average may be not much more than 2 per 
cent. As against this the saving in time and money and vexation through 
escaping re-measurement would be not inconsiderable. 

It is true, of course, that any federation of a national character must find it 
difficult to bring all its constituent bodies up to the starting line together. But 
that is no reason why member associations should not make individual assess- 
ments of the situation, and some have already done this. We hope that other of 
the National’s regional bodies may follow the example of the LMBA in pressing 
for a national decision on this vital subject to be made quickly. 


SAFEGUARDING ENGLAND 


~ [t IS NOW OR NEVER. For too long a time exploiters and experi- 

mentalists of various kinds, individual and corporate, have been filching 
and draining away the beauty, the interest and even the healthfulness of our 
land.” The Thirtieth Annual Report, 1955-56, of the Council for the Preserva- 
tion of Rural England, from the introduction to which the above sentence is 
taken, contains notes on scores of instances of intended or accomplished 
spoliation in country and town during the past year, to show that the warning 
is in no way exaggerated. Advertisement control, afforestation and trees, loss 
of agricultural land, atomic energy, commons, electricity undertakings, GPO 
installations, green belts, housing, inland waterways, river pollution, mineral 
undertakings, movable dwellings, National Parks, nature conservation, oil 
pollution of the sea, police wireless stations, preservation of buildings, roads, 
bridges and footpaths, Service Departments’ use of land, street lighting, tele- 
vision stations, town and country planning, water undertakings—these are some 
of the many matters on which the Council took action in the interests of the 
amenities during the past year, often with good results. 


E 
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All sensible people realise that in a highly industrialised country like our own, 
with a growing population, changes and developments are inevitable. The 
need is to see that these are carried through without apparent or actual detriment 
to the scene, natural or conventional. There is, indeed, no reason why many 
of these changes, particularly those of a structural character, should not 
contribute to, rather than detract from, the beauty of the surroundings. Often 
all that is wanted is good advice. 


The CPRE, with its many important constituent bodies, county branches 
and committees and affiliated societies, covers virtually the whole country and 
is well organised to watch and to protest promptly against the rapidly increasing 
-threats to the beauty of our land. But it needs better support to strengthen 
its hand.

The annual report of the Sheffield and Peak District branch of the CPRE, 
which has also just been published, underlines the lessons of the major report. 
The map of the area which it gives shows, much more effectively than words 
could describe, how this lovely region is menaced by the sprawling conurbations 
that surround it. The report details the good work the branch is doing to 
prevent further desecration, its best achievement, with widespread support, 
being the suspension of the proposed motor-racing circuit in the Peak National 
Park. Unhappily the scheme is only dormant, not dead. The report is obtain- 
able from the hon. secretary of the branch, Endcliffe Vale House, Sheffield 10. 


As befits one of England’s show areas, the Peak is well served by protection 
societies. The Peak Park Planning Board is another body active in its defence, 
as is shown by the fourth annual report, confirmed at its meeting on July 10. 
The Board received 469 new applications for planning consents during the year 
ended March 31 last, and of eight appeals heard by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, two only were allowed. An important constructive step 
contemplated by the Board is the proposed guidance of development of 13 
“‘ key villages,” where it is hoped to assist in bringing good living standards 
to rural areas and to make the villages less dependent on distant towns for their 
welfare and commercial and social life. Over £3m. will be spent in the next 
five years on housing, roads, education, water supply, etc. This is imaginative 





planning at its best. 





Notes of the Week 


Lavington Park 


J NTERESTING problems are arising 

over the development of Lavington 
Park, a few miles outside Chichester. 
This has been scheduled under the Town 
Planning regulations as not to be built 
upon. The mansion has been converted 
into a school, which is called Seaford 
College, as it was originally founded on 
the sea coast at Seaford. As the school 
grows more accommodation is needed 
for members of the staff and application 
has been made for permission to build 
masters’ houses. The Town Planning 
Committee responsible to the West 
Sussex County Council would be able to 
give without difficulty licences for build- 
ing cottages needed for agricultural 
labourers, but houses for schoolmasters 
are in a somewhat different category. If 
the College were a public school, with a 
representative on the Headmasters’ Con- 
ference, it would be easier to give permis- 
sion on educational grounds. There has 
been some opposition from those respon- 
sible for the breeding of racehorses near- 
by, but the committee, after some doubts, 
have decided to allow one or two houses 
to be built under conditions. 


Broadside from FLW 


FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT, in this country 
last week for the purpose of receiving the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws of 
the University of Wales, fired a broadside 


or two on his return to London. In par- 
ticular he deplored the present tendency 
for Governments and official committees 
to interfere with the creation of archi- 
tecture which, he said, could be produced 
only by the trained architect with free- 
dom to develop his individual con- 
ceptions. Standardisation and repetition 
of architectural design which was being 
applied on an increasing scale also came 
under his fire. 


The occasion was a luncheon in his 
honour given on July 20 by Lt.-Col. 
A. E. Henson, president of the Incorpora- 
ted Association of Architects and Sur- 
veyors. This followed an _ informal 
reception at the IAAS headquarters in 
Belgrave-square when Lloyd Wright, who 
is an honorary member of the Associ- 
ation, was welcomed by the president and 
Messrs. J. R. W. Alexander, R. E. J. 
Harding and F. J. Meekins, vice-presi- 
dents. Their meeting gave Col. Henson 
and Lloyd Wright an opportunity to 
renew an acquaintanceship which arose 
out of the former’s tour of the USA in 
October last to study current trends of 
architecture and building techniques. 


Edinburgh and New Zealand 


IN A RECENT REFERENCE to Professor 
Robert Matthew it was mentioned in 
passing that he had resigned from the 
Professorship of Architecture at the 
University of Edinburgh. This is not so; 
when Professor Matthew left the London 
County Council in 1953 he assumed two 
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Lt.-Col. A. E. Henson, president, IAAS, 
and (right) Mr. Frank Lloyd Wright 
(see note). 


separate posts—the Professorship at the 
University and the position of Head of 
the School of Architecture in the Edin- 
burgh College of Art. He has recently 
resigned the latter post (Mr. Ralph Cowan 
is the new Head) in order to concentrate 
on the work of establishing the Depart- 
ment of Post-Graduate Research in 
Architecture in the University, and re- 
mains as Professor. We regret any 
confusion caused by our announcement. 

Professor Matthew tells us that Mr. S. 
Johnson-Marshall, who has joined him in 
practice on leaving the Ministry of Edu- 
cation, where he was Chief Architect, 
will be in charge of the firm’s London 
branch, from which office in all prob- 
ability the work on the new offices on the 
Carlton Hotel site for the New Zealand 
Government will be carried out. As 
mentioned in our last issue, planning 
approval for this building, which includes 
a tower block, has not yet been granted 
by the London County Council, but it is 
hoped that progress may shortly be made 
following the recent visit to London by 
Mr. Holland, the Prime Minister. 


Shaw and the Artist 


SHAW, the centenary of whose birth 
(July 26) is just now being celebrated, 
does not appear to have been greatly 
interested in architecture except in a 
sociological context. His Sartorius, for 
example, was no more than a building 
speculator whose business was “ simply 
to provide homes suited to the small 
means of very poor people.” But his 
descriptions of stage sets reveal a remark- 
able eye for visual effect, and he pene- 
trates the artist’s mind in the credo of the 
dying Dubedat: “TI believe in Michael 
Angelo, Velasquez and Rembrandt; in 
the might of design, the mystery of 
colour, the redemption of all things by 
Beauty everlasting, and the message of 
Art that has made these homes blessed. 
Amen. Amen.” 


Post-war Churches Exhibition 


AN EXHIBITION of post-war church 
buildings which was originally shown at 
the Building Centre, London, is now 
touring the country. The exhibition has 
been organised by the Central Council 
for the Care of Churches, the Church 
Assembly having called for an inquiry 
into the present standards of new church 
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building in relation to rising costs. It 
was thought that to co!lect and show in 
a central place a representative selection 
of designs, all made since 1940, might 
stimulate architects to give more study 
to the matter, and give parishes the 
cpportunity to compare various types of 
buildings and their cost. 

Some 57 sets of plans form the exhibi- 
tion and show dual purpose hall-churches 
used partly for recreation, new churches, 
end traditional buildings in stone. The 
cual-purpose buildings are generally pro- 
vided to serve newly outlying suburbs of 
<n existing parish. There are designs 
:nd photographs of 14 completed 
churches, and of 18 projects. A new 
<hurch community centre is also shown. 
included in the section of new churches 
i; a prototype by Mr. Basil Spence, 
}’RIBA, of Coventry Cathedral. Among 
tie traditional buildings in stone is the 
t ny Gloucestershire church of Box which 
r2placed a tin mission hut. 

The exhibition is being shown at the 
following centres: Nottingham (until 
/.ugust 4), Ipswich (August 25 to Sep- 
t'mber 22). York (September 29 to 
(ctober 20), Cardiff (October 27 to 
November 17), and Liverpool (November 
24 to December 15). A printed catalogue 
of the exhibition, which can be obtained 
f-om the Council at Fulham Palace, Lon- 
don, SW6, is being provided at a cost of 
2s. It contains an article by Mr. George 
C. Pace, FRIBA, on the general principles 
which should guide the architect who is 
designing a church. 

The 1956 Design Congress 

Tue Council of Industrial Design is 
organising an international design con- 
gress as a sequel to the _ successful 
congress on design policy in industry as 
a responsibility of high level manage- 
ment, held in 1951. The theme of the 
1956 congress will be “ The Management 
of Design.” It aims to compare the ex- 
perience of companies in Britain, the 
USA, and Europe in the execution of 
their design policies. 

The congress will be held in the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum and the Royal 
College of Art, South Kensington, on 
September 12 and 13. The CoID is invit- 
ing chief executives and designers from 
a limited number of firms, amounting to 
200 in all. 

After the formal opening of the con- 
gress, there will be a plenary session 
addressed by the chairman of the CoID, 
Mr. W. J. Worboys. The congress will 
then divide into three discussion groups. 


London’s Vagrant Streams 


Wuere the London clay meets the sand 
along the ridge between Hampstead and 
Highgate, various springs arise and flow 
together towards the Thames. Stowe 
called this confluence the River of Wells, 
but, though the name is only proper to 
the lower, tidal, waters near Blackfriars, 
ii is more commonly known as the Fleet. 
Above Holborn bridge it ran between 
seep banks and was known as the Hole- 
tourne, 

During a visit to the Map Room at the 
! ritish Museum last year with members 
¢° the Archaeological and Topographical 
£-oup of the Holborn Society, of which 


he is Hon. Secretary, Mr. S. A. G. Cook, 
ARIBA, Holborn’s Borough Architect, 
noticed, on an eighteenth-century map of 
London, a pond marked in the neighbour- 
hood of Millman-street. As this is part 
of one of the MBC’s housing sites. Mr. 
Cook decided to investigate further, and 
it is now the practice of his department to 
refer to the Map Room when the ques- 
tion of developing a fresh site arises. 
This has proved to be a wise precaution 
as it has revealed that the site for a pro- 
posed scheme of 30 flats at Mount Plea- 
sant lay immediately over the culverted 
course of the Fleet River. The LCC is 
being asked to permit a rearrangement of 
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the site in order to avoid the course of 
the stream as far as possible, but in any 
case, some piling work to the foundations 
will be necessary. 

Other streams which have their source 
in the Northern Heights of London are 
the Tyburn and the Westbourne, which. 
with their tributaries have, like the Fleet, 
now been almost entirely enclosed or 
built over. In some cases, the centuries- 
old culverts may not be in very sound 
condition and at least one case is known 
in which the hard core foundations of 
nineteenth-century houses have been 
partly washed away by the force of a 
vagrant stream. 





LUXURY IN LONDON 
New Suites at the Dorchester 


ECENT additions and conversions at the 
Dorchester Hotel, Park-lane, include 
four new penthouse or roof-garden suites on 
the new ninth floor and the creation of a 
‘** Pavilion Room” which will serve as an 
annex to the Salons Privés on the eighth 
floor. The architect who planned the suites 
thereby adding a ninth floor to the hotel 
was Mr. W. A. S. Lloyd, MA, FRIBA, 
of W. Curtis Green, RA, Son and Lloyd. 
Each of the four new suites had their 
décor and furnishing carried out by a 
different designer: Mrs. Catherine Bray, 
Mr. Ronald Fleming, Mr. Eric Giles and

Mr. John Siddeley. Mr. Oliver Messel, 
who designed the then penthouse suite 
three years ago, designed the Pavilion 
Room on the eighth floor. 

Mr. Messel’s suite apart, the main im- 
pression gained of the new _ pent-house 


suites is of unrestrained design and osten- 
tatious use of materials. A horrible charac- 
terisation of those who can afford from 
£18 to £30 a day, yes, a day, who apparently 
will expect the lushness presented regardless 
of contemporary thought and beliefs. For 
example, in all the main rooms, and in 
some of the bedrooms, too, are fireplaces. 
Some have, in the centre of a heavily-de- 
tailed surround, an ordinary electric element, 
others have logs ! One only is genuine and 
has a flue. Little that could loosely be 
described as modern has been introduced 
into the decorative themes of furnishings. 
One example, from Suite B, 
by John Siddeley, is shown 
on this page. The contrast 
between the square mir- 
rored overmantel and the 
fretwork shelves on either 
side, the vertical supports 
to the fireplace, and the so 
very “traditional”? furni- 
ture is so painful as to be 
hardly born in silence. 

In contrast, the planning 
of the suites is interesting in 
the extreme. Spacious bed- 
rooms, each with private 
bathroom and a wardrobe 
into which you can walk, 
some dressing-rooms, a 
maid’s suite, kitchens, sit- 
ting-room, dining-room, and 
three roof terraces over- 
looking Hyde Park, all 
arranged within the dictates 
of the original building’s 
plan. Some pretty tor- 
tuous shapes were no doubt 
of necessity, none of which 
felt at all odd when inside 
the suites. 

The pavilion room, de- 
signed by Oliver Messel, 
displayed that artist’s great 
wit in matters of this kind. 
Compared to the heavy 
handed display in the suites 
above, this room delighted 
the eye with gaiety by the 
restrained use of motifs and the light 
touch of the master. The construction 
work was carried out by Sir Robert 
McAlpine and Sons, the consulting engineers 
were Considére Constructions, Ltd., Mr. 
D. P. Fayers in charge.

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The Architecture of Mayfair, including 
Shepherd Market 


TWO RECENT TOURS 


A GROUP of London students from 
“ the King’s Weigh House Church, 
Duke-street, W1, recently made two tours 
of Mayfair, headed by the Rev. Claud 
Coltman and conducted by Mr. H. V. 
Molesworth Roberts. Starting in both 
cases from the Green Park station 
entrance, the earlier tour made first for 
Albemarle-street, where the fine 
Georgian fronts of Nos. 5 and 7 (the 
latter now the National Book League) 
were admired (Summerson, Georgian 
London, p. 295; for other houses see R1. 
Commn. on Historical Monuments, West 
London, p. 146). Thence past the Duke 
of Albemarle public-house at the corner 
of Stafford and Dover-streets (late 17th 
century, RCHM), the party saw the front 
of Ely House, No. 37, Dover-street, 
formerly that of the Bishop of Ely, by 
Sir Robert Taylor, of the mid- 
18th century (Hussey, The Story of Ely 
House, 1953; Summerson, pp. 116, 296); 
the front was retained when the interior 
was adapted for the Albemarle Club by 
Smith and Brewer (rear elevs. in Hussey), 
but it now belongs to a commercial firm. 
(See MS on London clubs, by the present 
writer, awaiting publication.) The bomb- 
damaged Bath Club, higher up, was seen 
(same reference). Thence descending Hay 
Hill (preserving the name of the 1Sth- 


century Hay Hill Farm, the oldest known 
building in the area: see English Place 
Names Society, Middlesex) they saw the 
course of part of the Tyburn marked by 
Bruton Lane; they then passed through 
the passage (Lansdowne-row) to Curzon- 
street, noting in passing the surviving 
facade of Lansdowne House (1765 
onward, by Adam; Summerson, p. 125), 
with the Lansdowne Club block built 
behind it, 1935, incorporating some old 
rooms (Country Life, 1935, May 11, pp. 
490-5), by Chas. W. Fox. To the east, 
and south of Berkeley-square, is the 
ambiguously named “ Lansdowne 
House” block of flats, by Wimperis, 
Simpson and Guthrie (1935). The narrow 
curving outline of Curzon-street this (the 
east) end was noted. The Christian 
Science Church, facing Half Moon-streei, 
was then entered. Built 1911 (Baedeker)- 
12 (Builder, 1929) it was by Lanchester, 
Stewart and Rickards—designed, one 
assumes from its Roman baroque style, 
by E. A. Rickards, though it is not in 
The Art of E. A. Rickards (1920). The 
tower was not added till c. 1929-31, the 
firm then being Lanchester and Lodge 
(“‘ intended to erect,” The Builder, 1929, 
May 31, p. 990 and pl.; “recently com- 
pleted,” 1932, January 8, pl., p. 69). 
Diving down the alley nearly opposite, 
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the group reached Shepherd Market, a 
remarkable “ precinct” of non-vehicular 
ways (like the Venetian “ calli”) sur- 
rounded by streets; it was laid out c. 1735 
and built up about 1746 by an architect 
named Edward Shepherd (EPNS; re- 
ference in Gent.’s Mag., 1747; for 
other works of his see Summerson). The 
accompanying inset plan shows the 
Georgian fronts surviving, not all of this 
date. At this point a brief history of the 
area was given. Tyburn stream is so 
named from the 10th century; Hay Hill 
Farm has been mentioned; a “ Brook 
Field” (perpetuated in Brook Street, 
further north) existed in 1650 and an 
annual May Fair, apparently covering 
the Market area and beyond, is known 
from at latest the time of Charles II. 
Buildings appeared from 1704 onward, 
about 1710 Curzon-street (the first) is 
recorded, and Brook and Chesterfield- 
streets followed in (again) 1746. 


Crossing Curzon-street (see second 
tour) the company passed up Chester- 
field-street and turned west along 
Charles-street, admiring the mid-18th- 
century houses (Summerson, p. 295), in- 
cluding No. 25, UNA House (headquar- 
ters of the United Nations Association); 
thence, on the corner of Waverton-street, 
they saw the rustic-looking building 
(Chappelow’s) of irregular weather- 
boarding on an apparently 18th-century 
framework, with much earlier leading 
- modern restoration on the ground 

oor. 


The Second Tour 


The second tour led first through the 
narrow and mysterious-looking Brick- 
street to Down-street. Christ Church, 
Down-street, opposite, was consecrated 
1865 and designed by F. and H. Francis, 
enlarged in 1871 or 1872 and re-roofed 
and given new window tracery and W. 
gallery, 1906 (Year Book and List, 1955); 
it has some good glass; the slight non- 
parallelism of the tracery and external 
wall plane around the east window was 
noticed; the entrance is curiously in the 
north-east corner of the north-east tran- 
sept. Thence east and north along 
Hertford-street, passing the west end of 
Shepherd-market, they emerged on Cur- 
zon-street by the Curzon Cinema, finished 
1934, by Burnet, Tait and Lorne (The 
Builder, 1934, March 9); immediately 
east a modern block marks the site of 
the Curzon or Mayfair Chapel, and still 
further there is a glimpse of the lantern 
of the Christian Science Church (ante); 
opposite, lying back, is Crewe House (late 
18th century, Summerson, p.295), now 
offices. Thence again through Chesterfield 
and Waverton-streets they saw the un- 
usual, and slightly l’Art Nouveau, St. 
George’s Schools, 1899 (architect yet un- 
discovered—? Philip A. Robson), and 
entered the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception (that of the Jesuit Fathers), 
in Farm-street, finished 1849, by J. J. 
Scoles, with later alterations (Goodhart- 
Rendel index); with its elaborate cur- 
vilinear tracery and its continuous 
pointed barrel ceiling it is remarkable for 
its date. Passing out of its north-west 
doorway, they rested in the gardens and 
after noting the orange-terra-cotta (1894) 
Branch Library at their west end passed 
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into South Audley-street and visited 
Grosvenor Chapel, of the early 18th 
century, possibly designed by Francis 
Price (Summerson, pp. 295, 87); it was 
provided internally with a chancel screen 
ind kind of reredos-arch by Sir Ninian 
Comper, 1914-15 (Mr. W. W. Begley). 


Thence walking northward across the west 


side of Grosvenor-square, first built in 
yart c. 1720 onward (Summerson, pp. 296, 
36), the remarkably long street vistas were 
noted—from its south side along Gros- 
venor-street to St. George’s, Hanover- 
square, and from its north along Brook- 
street (cf. Brook Field, ante) toward 
Dickins and Jones’ in Regent-street 
(nearly three-quarters of a mile from 
Park-lane). Lastly, in North Audley- 
street, was seen the Church of St. Mark, 
its severe Greek front by J. Gandy- 
Dering (1825-28), its interior in a start- 
lingly different Romanesque _ style 
(““ Auvergnat Romanesque ” according to 
one writer), florid in mouldings and gild- 
ing, by Sir Arthur Blomfield, 1878 (GR). 
Many other streets in Mayfair re- 
mained unvisited and therefore unsung.

The author writes: Since the article was 
written, it has appeared from other evidence 
that No. 3, Berkeley-street, at the south-east 
corner of Berkeley-square, was not by Beres- 
ford Pite, as believed, but by H. Huntly- 
Gordon (R. Randal Phillips in the Brick 
Builder, 1906, June, p. 125). 


It has been suggested that as the party con- 
ducted hailed from the King’s Weigh-House 
Church, Duke-street, Weighhouse-street and 
Binney-street (though it was not visited), that 
should be referred to. It and the Parsonage on 
the north were built 1890-91, Alfred Water- 
house, architect ; the pulpit is said to be by Paul 
Waterhouse, and the reredos was by Mr. A. E. 
Henderson (1927), though the chancel wall be- 
hind it was by Sir John Burnet, with glass by 
R. Anning Bell (1904). Some of the houses in 
the streets east of Park-lane were by Ralph 
Knott, of County Hall fame (information from 
Mr. Kenneth Mills. ARIBA).

Sash Window Proportions (Late 
17th to Early 19th Centuries) 
To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR,—Many people must have been 

struck by the tall proportions of 
some Georgian sash windows and those 
of adjacent periods and_ perhaps 
wondered (reliable data lacking) what the 
ratios were and which were characteristic 
of what periods. 

The fine front of No. 68, Portland- 
place, W.1, a few yards north of Wey- 
mouth-street on its east side—being 
demolished, at the time of writing, to 
make way for the extension of the RIBA 
building—is a remarkable example of 
this tallness. The first-floor windows— 
normally the highest, since they lit the 
* piano nobile” or reception rooms—are 
tremendously tall. By the visual method 
of measurement, counting the brick- 
lengths (headers or stretchers) at the top 
and the courses in the jambs (presum- 
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WINDOW PROPORTIONS: SASH 
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ably four to the foot), each appears to be 
well over three times as high as its width, 


something like 3 2/Sth. The building is 


by James Adam, c.1775. 


The accompanying outline drawings of 
13 specimens, mostly scaled from pub- 
lished elevations (Summerson, Georgian 
London, 1945, pages as stated) but one 
deduced from a published view (RI. 
Commn. on Histl. Mon’ts., Westminster 
Abbey, 1924) and two calculated as de- 
scribed, may be of interest, though they 
may not be representative of their periods 
and the visual calculations may be at 
fault; no Queen Anne example is in- 
cluded. The “times the width” of the 
height are graphically if unorthodoxly 
shown in squares emphasised by circles 
inscribed in them. It will be seen from 
Fig. 2 that there is (as far as the ex- 
amples go) no recognisable “ evolution ” 
beloved of an older generation of archi- 
tectural historians, though the tallness 
seems to have increased up to c.1780 and 
then a shorter mode, but a fluctuating 
one, succeeded in the so-called 
“ Regency ” age. More remarkable, the 
Portland-place windows—if the writer’s 
sight did not betray him—seems the win- 
ner, with 25, Charles-street, Mayfair (the 
headquarters of the United Nations 
Association), as a near second; the Har- 
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ley-street specimen was difficult to 

measure, as the stretchers seem short, and 

to date. Further information is welcomed.

P.S.—Since the foregoing was sent in, the 
actual dimensions of the Portland-place_win- 
dows have been kindly furnished by Mr. G. W. 
Robins (of Playne and Wornum). They are 
said to be 12 ft. 2 in. by 4 ft., ie., just over three 
squares high: appearances are. strangely decep- 
tive! The relevant horizontal lines on the dia- 
grams must, therefore, be lowered, but these 
windows are probably still as high as any. The 
width roughly tallies with the writer’s estimate, 
but the height means that there are, in fact, 
nearly 44} courses to the foot, each course 
averaging only about 22 in. O mutability of all 
human knowledge!—H. V. M. R.

RoserT Hooke. By Margaret ’Espinasse. 
Pp. 192. Illustrated. (London: Wm. 
Heinemann, Ltd.) Price 21s. 


RoBerRT Hooke (1635-1703) was, like his 
colleague and crony Wren, a talented archi- 
tect as well as an amazingly versatile 
scientist; but he remained primarily a 
scientist whereas Wren became primarily an 
architect. In the field of architecture he was 
overshadowed by Wren, with whom he 
worked for many years in a relation virtually 
constituting a partnership. Hooke’s reputa- 
tion has been revived recently after some 
240 years of almost complete neglect. His 
rehabilitation as an architect began with 
articles by Miss M. I. Batten (Mrs. Geoffrey 
Webb) during 1935 to 1937, and as a scientist 
with lectures by Prof. Andrade and others 
about the same time. In 1936 was published 
his extraordinary Diary from 1671 to 1683, 
valuable as a mine of information about 
Wren’s work and personal habits, but stagger- 
ing in its revelations about Hooke’s most 
intimate affairs. Mrs. ’Espinasse takes 
account of all these sources in her learned 
and interesting biography, which provides in 
convenient form a complete record of the 
man and his work, and illustrates his prin- 
cipal buildings as well as some of his 
innumerable inventions and his drawings. 

Hooke was slightly junior to Wren, whom 
he followed at Westminster School, Oxford, 
and Gresham College in London. He was 
City Surveyor when London had to be re- 
built, and thus was as closely associated with 
Wren in that enterprise as in their work for 
the Royal Society. Their careers interlocked 
at innumerable points. Of Hooke’s own 
buildings there remain now only the Monu- 
ment, Willen Church in Bucks, and Ragley 
Hall near Alcester, now much altered. His 
designs for rebuilding London on a gridiron 
plan were never executed; his canalisation 
of the Fleet River was covered over in 1738; 
Montague House in Bloomsbury was burnt 
down soon after it was built; Bedlam 
Hospital, Aske’s Hospital, Bridewell Hos- 
pital, the Royal College of Physicians were 
all demolished in the nineteenth century.

NEW CENTRAL BATHS, COVENTRY 


ARTHUR LING, FRIBA, MTPI, City Architect and Planning Officer 


A REVISED project for new Central 
Baths, designed under the direction 
of the City Architect, has recently been 
approved by committee. The scheme 
forms part of the comprehensive redevelop- 
ment of the central area of Coventry. 
The revised scheme, to be built on a 
34-acre site, incorporates a Main Pool, 
165 ft. long, to cater for national and inter- 
national swimming events ; a Small Bath 
110 ft. long; and a Teaching Bath. 
Other main units are a Games Deck (easily 
convertible to a dance floor for 500); a 
Restaurant ; and Slipper Baths. All the 
baths will face due south. The sides of the 
baths overlooking the garden, and the 
walls between the baths, will be fully 
glazed so that the effect will be almost that 


of an outdoor bath. 

Construction.—Foundations on_ sand- 
stone, mass concrete or steel grillage ; 
piles elsewhere. The baths themselves, the 
gallery, suspended floor, etc., will be of 
reinforced concrete. Roofs may be of 
steel lattice girders, covered with light- 
weight decking and supported on encased 
steel stanchions, but a more detailed study 
is required before the form of construc- 
tion is decided. Glass walls to the baths 
will be of “‘ Insulite”’ double glazing to 
minimise heat losses. The baths will be 
lined with faience blocks and the sur- 
rounds with non-slip tiles. Generally, 
finishes will be of a high standard to reduce 
maintenance. The estimated cost is 
approximately £878,750.

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Arehitectural Schools Exhibitions 
4.—THE NORTHERN POLYTECHNIC 


1 MUST deal unfairly briefly with the 
“ Northern Poly in order to include a 
summary of general points. The standard 
is a lively show (like that of the Regent- 
street Polytechnic) and while it must be a 
very new world that opens to many Poly- 
technic students, they seem to find their 
vay about it either with considerable 
adaptability, or as I prefer to think, well- 
cirected natural aptitude. 


I did, however, detect at the Northern 
¢ Slight difference: that (literally) Old 
Vhing, the cliché which has reared its 
cver-familiar head here was occasionally 
e bit shop-soiled. One is all for good 
c.ichés for people who will have to spend 
riuch of their future assembling them, 
tut I think that to hunt them to their 
s urces while the going’s good should sug- 
gest other and fresher lines of develop- 
rient. At the Northern, there were times 
\vhen the café, the shop window, the 
s10wroom or other smart interior, “ once 
removed” from = architecture proper 
vhence they were borrowed, seemed to 
Fave been the inspiration at second-hand. 


A High Average 


That off my chest, competence and 
tiste—even if in process of formulation— 
iy Of a high average. In the First Year, 
some renderings were oddly Beaux Arts 
in technique and rather muddy in pre- 
sentation, and such exercises as lettering 
were not very adventurous, though some 
rubbings from stone-cut inscriptions 
seemed a new and_ good variant. 
Geometry and sciagraphy were pains- 
taking, and small design problems 
realistically tackled. Colour _ studies 
ranged from the highly sophisticated to 
the elementary — I wondered if perhaps 
too many were on show? 


In the Second Year esquisses somehow 
were more interesting than the more 
serious treatment of subjects like the in- 
evitable club, shop with library and so 
on; the Devon information bureau, how- 
ever, like the Fourth Year’s seamen’s 
chapel, was obviously congenial to those 
still enchanted with the possibilities of 
~ Messing about with boats,” and results 
correspondingly gave greater pleasure. 


Competent Working Drawings 


In the Third Year, working drawings 
were most competent when relating to 
fairly small houses, and generally a 
genuine feeling for domestic design seems 
to be emerging. By contrast, designs for 
« Gazebo were more “Italianate” than 
italian, though first-hand acquaintance 
with the Mediterranean, and sunshine, 
would doubtless put this right. In this 
and subsequent Years I was struck by 
te grasp of landscaping essentials, and 
vas gratified to learn that a Landscape 
Architect is a visiting lecturer. 


In the Fourth Year, a remarkable sea- 
change occurs. After what I said about a 
\eo-Georgian “Artist’s House” else- 
‘vhere, I was relieved to see a sculpture 
fallery with Moore and all, and no bones 
‘bout it! Flats, a school dining room 


and a market hall — particularly well 
realised in some models—were typical of 
general output. 


In the Fifth Year, the whittling-down 
and smoothing-up process follows 
through into some clean sets of drawings 
and tidy documentation. The implication 
seemed to me the comparatively rapid 
straightening-out of students in initial 
need of orientation in many basic 
essentials. This indicates hard work by 
the staff and also the development of a 
biddable type of student from possibly 
intractable material. 


SOME FINAL THOUGHTS 


The avowed object of this cross- 
sectional survey—to identify some indi- 
vidual “flavour” in the work of each 
school — has hardly succeeded. The one 
individual flavour I found was, frankly, 
a little insipid; and since in explaining 
that word I must refer to Universities, I 
had best say straight away that it was 
at the Bartlett. 


This, I think, has to do with a 
phenomenon common to them, if not the 
whole younger and middle generations 
to-day—the adoption of a metaphorically 
badged-blazer-and-brass-button _person- 
ality by those more naturally (to parody 
the popular ditty) “ Hairy with the Light 
Blue Jeans.” When this is a free choice, 
well and good: but when it’s merely to 
avoid being mistaken for Teddy Boys or 
egg-heads, it’s apt to suggest in people’s 
work an affectation of conventional, or 
“ traditional,” behaviour rather than con- 
viction, I don’t think I need labour a point 
less unkind than it may seem, however. 


I mentioned the question of “ targets” 
though I ruled out critics as primary ones. 
But since schools are presumably not 
averse to Press comment, I wonder if 
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arrangements could not be improved. It 
is entirely right that the students should 
have first go, but one hesitates to intrude 
upon them. The alternative courtesy of 
invitation to prizegivings and speech- 
makings is equally embarrassing when one 
really wants to see the show, and the 
conventional “Press view” seems the 
only way: few schools have one. 


As to purpose, the AA had a good 
look-in for achieving theirs largely by 
boldly stating it: but I was impressed by 
the implicit demonstration of tactful 
direction by other schools of both natural 
and acquired talent. Incidentally, I heard, 
on leaving the Regent-street Polytechnic, 
newly-enrolled students being taken 
round by a member of the staff, to ex- 
plain what lay before them: a good pur- 
pose, perhaps served elsewhere also. 


A postscript: All the schools visited 
are “ recognised” in more or less degree. 
But if any of the other kind still exist, 
I cannot help thinking with affection and 
admiration of their much harder passage, 
and feeling that architectural designers, 
if that’s what we’re looking for, may as 
often as not defy the increasingly stiffen- 
ing yardstick which tends to cast the 
“ recognized ” in a recognizate mould.

The line of the valley runs from north to 
M, ‘south, so that the main spine of the scheme 
placed itself naturally along this valley.

It was decided to build a low rather than 
multi-storey hospital to ensure that the 
buildings could be sheltered by the surround- 
ing hills from winds and rainstorms.

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The ground-floor corridor provides general 
communication between all departments and 
central supply ; and the first-floor corridor 
is for food service only. 

The hospital accommodation groups of the 
scheme are planned on the basis of one or 
more standard units to each department. 
Each standard unit provides a 100-ft. by 40-ft. 
floor area, and the external curtain walls are 
divided by concrete mullions at a 3 ft. 4 in. 
modular spacing—the back of the mullions 
being capable of taking the width of a parti- 
tion wall—so that the elevation lends itself 
to a complete flexibility in planning. One 
of five standard types of assembly panel can 
be used for each modular space, according to 
the purpose of the room, so that the plan 
virtually dictates the elevation. 

The ward units are designed so that one 
sister can control 52 beds—involving the use 
of two standard units and a link unit. The 
nursing unit’s plan was adopted so that walk- 
ing distances were reduced to a minimum, 
and noisy compartments such as the bed lift 
and ward kitchen are isolated in the link 
unit. The wards’ height of only 9 ft. 6 ins. 
has proved satisfactory, and has an added

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advantage in that it gives an intimate character 
to the wards. Each ward has a nurse’s 
station comprising an L-shaped counter 
raised on a low step so that when sitting, the 
nurse has a clear view of her 13 beds and can 
be instantly conscious of any movement. 


The estimated cost, based on the 1952 
tender figures, including wards and nursing 
units, has worked out at £710 per bed, and 
although the hospital’s gross total cost is 
not yet available, the estimated cost for the 
construction work is about £600,000. The 
main contract took just over 24 years, the 
use of standard units having helped con- 
siderably in maintaining good progress on site.

Sa original church on this site was destroyed by fire in August, 1949, 
and the present building (constructed mainly on the old foundations) 
was completed in December, 1954. 


The fire which destroyed the church caused little damage to the church 
hall adjoining, and it was required that the exterior of the new church 
should be in character with the existing hall. The seating capacity of the 
new church is approximately 600, including gallery and choir stalls; the 
pulpit has permanent seating for three persons. The baptistry, with 
concealed approach from the vestry, is placed below the pulpit. 


The church is separated from the adjoining hall by double folding 
sliding doors which can be opened to enable an overflow congregation 
to take part in the service. 


Construction is mainly load-bearing brickwork built on the original 
foundations, with galiery and organ loft in reinforced concrete. Main roof 
trusses are of timber construction. Externally, Leicester golden-coloured 
facing bricks have been used on the main front and London Stocks on 
the side and rear elevations. Window surrounds and dressings are in 
Portland stone. The main roof is covered with dark brown clay 
** Bambino ”’ roofing tiles; the front porch is roofed with green Westmor- 
land slates. Some of the Kentish Ragstone from the old church has been 
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built into the main entrance porch and the side 
entrance. 


Internally, Leicester facings have been used for the 
walls of the nave; the dado, piers and arches are dressed 
with Shelly Whitbed Portland stone. The main ceiling 
is lined with acoustic fibrous plaster. 


The church furniture was designed by the architects 
generally in Japanese oak, with the Communion 
furniture in walnut. The whole of the floor of the 
nave and gallery is in Rhodesian teak. Heating is 
provided by oil-fired burners serving radiators and 
forced warm air convectors—four outlets in the walls 
serving the church. Lighting of the main building is 
semi-indirect from concealed fluorescent tubes on the 
side walls. 


The contract price of the building in 1953 was 
£30,283.

Surveyors’ Fees 


THE Metropolitan Boroughs Standing 
Joint Committee, which represents the 28 
London borough councils, has told Mr. 
Duncan Sandys, the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, that it agrees 
with his views on the scale of fees to be 
paid to surveyors employed by local 
authorities for the preparation of out- 
going schedules of condition on the re- 
lease of requisitioned premises. 


A report from the committee says the 
Ministry had received representations 
from the RICS and other professional 
bodies about this scale. These indicated 
that the volume of work and its technical 
character had necessitated many local 
authorities engaging outside surveyors for 
the work, and that fees within a maxi- 
mum of 5 gns. a day or 34 gns. a schedule 
(in both instances including typing and 
reasonable travelling expenses) had been 
approved for reimbursement.

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Fact and Fiction at Blossoms Inn

[N April of the year 1774 when 

George III was king, Thomas Gear- 
ing of the city of Exeter, Esquire, re- 
newed a lease of some house property on 
the corner of Lawrence-lane and Trump- 
street in the city of London to William 
Kenton and Thomas Vezey who were 
established in business there as druggists. 
He allowed them the sum of £180 to- 
wards repairing or rebuilding “the said 
Messuages or Tenements and premisses,” 
and in this connection stipulated that 
“they shall and will Cause the Timbers 
lodging in the party Walls of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Messenger’s house adjoining there- 
to to be Sawed off in a Workmanlike 
manner and Lodge their Timbers in their 
own Walls without causing any Damage 
or Expences to Accrue or be Sustained 
to the walls of the said Elizabeth 
Messenger or to the said Elizabeth 
Messenger.” 

I do not doubt that these unauthorized 
encroachments of Messrs. Kenton and 
Vezey were duly sawn off in a workman- 
like manner for their surveyor, W. 
Mountague, was a very alert individual. 
Towards the end of the same year, in- 
deed, I find that he is negotiating the sale 
of a piece of wall on the other side of 
the druggists’ property to their neighbour, 
Mr. Joseph Barlow, who has engaged a 
surveyor named John Taine. 

W. Mountague drafts the party wall 
award in a bold, legible hand, enriched 
with many twirls and flourishes: 

London. 31st December, 1774. 
We whose Names are hereunto Subscribed hav- 
ing measured so much of the Party wall be- 
tween Messrs. Kenton and Vezeys Warehouse 
and other Premises adjoining thereto belonging 
to Mr. Joseph Barlow do find that the Quantity 
of Brickwork and Digging which the said 
Joseph Barlow has a right to pay for according 
to the Part of the Wall he now occupies 


amounts to the sum of £28:11:84: Agreeable to 
the following account thereof, Viz:—

I do not claim to be an expert mathe- 
matician but under that agreement it 
seems fairly obvious, even to me, that 
W. Mountague obtained for his clients 
William Kenton and Thomas Vezey, £10 
more than the sum to which they were 
entitled, and that John Taine concurred. 

The explanation of this extraordinary 
lapse may have had some _ connec- 
tion with the fact that the date was Dec- 
ember 31 and there was, abutting on the 
very site of this negotiation, a famous 
hostelry at the sign of Saint Lawrence, 
known as Blossoms Inn. 

Having duly surveyed and measured 
the wall, it would not be unreasonable 
to assume that these two worthy mem- 
bers of our profession adjourned to Blos-

soms Inn to wish one another a very 
happy and prosperous New Year. 


In that cosy and festive environmen: 
glasses would, no doubt, be charged and 
toasts drunk and time would pass all too 
quickly. At length, recalling the primary 
object of the meeting they would call for 
pens and ink and the Hanoverian equiva- 
lent of one for the road and then complete 
the document by appending signatures. 

It is my painful duty to add that at 
this juncture, although the penmanship 
of W. Mountague was still as bold and 
dashing as ever, the handwriting of John 
Taine had degenerated into a sad scrawl. 


It is now long since the Brighton Mai! 
Coach clattered out of Blossoms Inn for 
the last time, and as I stand on the rem- 
nant of the old courtyard where stabling 
for 60 horses was requisitioned by King 
Henry VIII on a state occasion during 
the year 1522, builders are demolishing 
Mrs. Elizabeth Messenger’s wall and the 
very brickwork for which Mr. Joseph 
Barlow had to pay £28:11.84 nearly two 
hundred years ago is being smashed into 
hardcore and carted away in lorries. 

Down in the excavations bits of pot- 
tery, oyster shells, clay pipes, old brass 
buckles and other interesting trifles are 
rescued from time to time but it is sad to 
reflect that no tangible relic of the most 
famous of all the innumerable patrons 
of the ancient hostelry can ever be re- 
covered from this historic site. 

In Pickwick Papers we have it on the 
authority of Charles Dickens himself 
that Blossoms Inn was under the especial 
patronage of stage coachmen “for 
several gentlemen, who had all the ap- 
pearance of belonging to that learned 
profession, were drinking and smoking in 
the different boxes.” 

Sam Weller, whose knowledge of Lon- 
don was said to be extensive and pecu- 
liar, recommended Mr. Pickwick to “take 
the box as stands in the first fire-place, 
’cos there an’t no leg in the middle o’ the 
table, which all the others has, and it’s 
wery inconwenient,” and I should like to 
think that particular box may also have 
been selected by W. Mountague and 
John Taine when they completed their 
party wall award some years previously. 
In any case it will never be forgotten 
among mortal men that around this fam- 
ous table, after Mr. Pickwick had par- 
taken of brandy and water warm and 
Sam Weller, seated at a respectful dis- 
tance, had been accommodated with a 
pint of porter, Mr. Weller senior jerked 
down a glass of brandy “as if it had been 
a small thimble-full” and delivered his 
infallible cure for the gout. 

Indeed, it may well be that the con- 
vivial spirit of these immortals who never 
existed at all will continue to hover over 
this particular corner of the great cit) 
and that the Recording Angel, remem- 
bering it is hallowed ground.to every 
Englishman, has long since shed a tear 
over the lapse of John Taine on New 
Year’s Eve 1774 and blotted it out for 
ever.

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OBITUARY 


Professor L. Budden FRIBA 


WE regret to record the death, which 

took place on July 21, at Heswall, 
Cheshire, of Professor Lionel Bailey 
Budden, MA (Liverpool), FRIBA, Emeritus 
Professor of Architecture in the University 
of Liverpool. He was 69. 

Educated at Merchant Taylors School, 
Crosby, he entered the School of Archi- 
tecture, of which he was afterwards to 
become head, in 1905, when the late Profes- 
sor Sir Charles Reilly was in charge, gradu- 
ating with first-class honours in 1909. In 
the same year he won the Liverpool Uni- 
versity Travelling Scholarship and the Holt 
‘Yravelling Scholarship in Architecture 
which enabled him to spend the next year 
as a student at the British School at Athens. 
In 1913 he won the RIBA Essay Prize for 
tis “Introduction to the Theory of Archi- 
tecture”; in the same year he became 
ARIBA, and also gained first place in a 
competition for Birkenhead War Memorial. 

Budden’s association with the Liverpool 
School as teacher began in 1911, and re- 
jection for war service on medical grounds 
in 1914 enabled. him to take charge of the 
School during Reilly’s absence. for part of 
the war, when the latter visited America. 
Reilly’s retirement from the School, which 
he had built up, in 1933, left room for only 
one possible successor, Budden, who con- 
ducted the school with outstanding success 
until ill-health compelled him to resign in 
1952 when he was made Professor Emeritus. 

His output of architecture was small, 
though scholarly. He designed or shared 
in the design of the Veterinary Hospital, 
the new buildings for the School of Archi- 
tecture and the extension of the Students’ 
Union, all at the University. He wrote a 
good deal, including “The Book of the 
Liverpool School of Architecture” pub- 
lished in 1932 to commemorate the 25th 
anniversary of Reilly’s appointment to the 
Koscoe chair in architecture. and also con- 
tributed to The Builder and other profes- 
sional journals. In 1925 he delivered a 
course of lectures at Geneva for the Inter- 
national Universities League of Nations. He 
was a member for many years of the Board 
of Architectural Education, and had done 
much work for Architectural Registration, 
on the Council and elsewhere. He had been 
a member of Council, RIBA, of which he 
became Fellow in 1929. He leaves a widow 
and a son and daughter, to whom much 
sympathy will be extended. 

G. J. Howling writes: The death of Pro- 
fessor Lionel Budden brings to an end a 
notable era in architectural education. He 
was one of the late Professor Reilly’s earli- 
est star pupils, in the days when the Liver- 
pool School was building up its world-wide 
reputation, and there is no doubt that had 
he wished he could have achieved success 
in practice, but he preferred to stay on at 
the School. He had a genious for organisa- 
tion, and it was his patient thoroughness in 
looking after the routine work of the school 
that allowed Reilly to exercise so fully his 
rather flamboyant but immensely stimula- 
ting qualities of leadership. When Reilly 
retired in 1933 there was no doubt as to who 
should be his successor. Budden had 
earned the position by sheer merit and hard 
work. 

Brought up in the ideals of Beaux Arts 





classicism that Reilly fostered, there was 
nothing hidebound about Budden’s outlook 
on architectural education and he kept the 
teaching of the school well abreast of edu- 
cational developments. In earlier days he 
wrote much for the technical Press and not 
only on educational subjects. His careful 
report on the question of Registration, 
which was agitating the profession thirty 
years ago, did much to win over many 
waverers. 

A slightly austere manner hid a person- 
ality that was really warm and friendly. His 
death will be mourned by all who knew 
him and especially by the large number of 
Liverpool men throughout the world who 
owe him a great debt of gratitude. 


Hugh‘Ernest Folkes, FRIBA 


THE DEATH last week of Mr. Hugh 
Ernest Folkes, FRIBA, at the age of 84, at 
his home Hagley Grange, records the pass- 
ing of one of the older generation of pro- 
fessional men in Stourbridge. With a 
character of exceptional energy he con- 
tinued his architectural interests and work 
until three years ago when illness forced 
him to retire from active life in his office. 

In January, 1900, he opened his office at 
Stourbridge and practised as an architect 
and surveyor for 53 years. He was elected 
FRIBA, and in 1930 was joined in part- 
nership by his eldest son, J. Homery Folkes, 
FRIBA. 

He was responsible for a large number 
of buildings of all kinds, being the designer 
of what must have been the first “ picture 
house” in the district. He was for many 
years architect to the Isolation Hospital at 
Hayley Green, Halesowen, where he 
designed various buildings. He was also 
responsible for the Smallpox Hospital at 
Hasbury. 

In the Courts of Law, Mr. Folkes was 
frequently in demand as an expert witness.

SIR Howarp in his address congratulated 
the diploma and certificate winners, and 
said that they had been trained in a very 
good school. He said that great names did 
not make a school of architecture and he 
felt that they rarely left roots. The 
Northern Polytechnic had a tradition—pro- 
blems were approached and the student was 
taught how to solve them; expression was 
left to the individual. Sir Howard then 
spoke about controls and how frustrating 
they were to the architect. He said there 
was a contemporary spirit at the school. 


The austerity of functuality was flowering 
into something that reminded Sir Howard 
of the Orient. However, this was not 
significant, and we would have to look for- 
ward. Sir Howard said that everything was 
becoming very commercial; it would be a 
pity if aesthetics became commercialised. 
The position of the architect was increasing 
and the architect’s job was sometimes 
embracing work that was not architecture. 
Sir Howard said that he was loath to giving 
advice. However, he would say to the 
student that he should not move around too 
much. He should join a firm at the begin- 
ning of a job and follow it right through and 
then move if he desired. 


A vote of thanks to Sir Howard was pro- 
posed by Mr. Sydney Tatchell, CBE, 
FRIBA, a member of the governing body. 


The principal of the Polytechnic, Dr. 
A. S. M. Symons, PhD, ARCS, FlInstP, in 
a vote of thanks to the chairman, paid 
tribute to the past chairman, Mr. R. L. 
Roberts, who died at the beginning of the 
year. He said that the Polytechnic was glad 
that the name of Roberts continued in its 
connection with the school.

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The Housing Centre and Future Policy 


‘‘ More and More Emphasis on Slum Clearance” 


MMEDIATELY following the formal 
business of the annual general meet- 
ing of the Housing Centre, on July 10, 
an informal discussion was held with a 
view to some guidance being given to the 
committee on the lines along which the 
future activities of the Centre should run 
in relation to housing policy. Ten points 
were down on the agenda. While not all 
of these were covered in the discussion, 
the aspects of housing touched upon 
ranged over a wide field. 

Whether differential rents should be 
made compulsory was the first subject 
discussed, and most speakers were of the 
opinion that the principle must be adop- 
ted generally, certainly by local authori- 
ties and perhaps adapted to private 
enterprise housing. 

Mr. S. PoINTON TayYLor, formerly of 
the Ministry of Health, said a good many 
people were satisfied that there were 
people living in houses who could afford 
higher rents than they were paying while, 
on the other hand, there were many 
people—particularly in local authority 
houses—who were paying too much rent. 

While local authorities could solve the 
problem by adopting rent differentiation, 
the problem could not be solved in this 
way as far as private enterprise housing 
was concerned. Mr. Pointon Taylor 
suggested that an alternative to the pro- 
posal that all private enterprise rented 
houses should be taken over by the local 
authorities was the method in force in 
the United States. 


American Practice 


In America, State-aided housing 
schemes covered not only living space 
but heating, lighting, water supply and all 
the things necessary to the occupants of 
any house, apart from food and clothing. 
There was a law to the effect that the 
rent of these houses must be one-fifth of 
the income going into the house—or one- 
sixth if there were more than two child- 
ren in the family. This was for the type 
of house that the poorest man in America 
wanted. 

In the USA the local authorities did 
not manage the housing estates. This 
was done by an ad hoc authority which 
stood between the Federal Government 
and the individual States. On each 
estate there was a housing manager’s 
office. This official was responsible for 
managing the finance of the scheme. Any 
loss on it was apportioned as to three- 
quarters to the Federal Government and 
one-quarter to the local State. 

Rents were fixed biennially. Inquiries 
were made when the rent was paid as to 
the income of the family. A check on 
only ten per cent. of the families (or a 
higher percentage on smaller estates) was 
made and from this the housing manager 
was able to ascertain how much rent the 
tenants could afford. If it was found that 
a family could afford the full economic 
rent it was asked to vacate the house. _ 

The result of this scheme was that in 
1947 neither the Federal Government nor 
the local States had had to make up any 


deficit on the accounts of these public 
housing schemes. 

But this method, said Mr. Pointon 
Taylor, did not deal with the houses pro- 
vided by private enterprise. It seemed to 
him that the Government could save 
itself the expense of building many new 
houses if it subsidised private enterprise 
tenants. 

Mr. CUNNINGWORTH (Manchestér Uni- 
versity) said we had to decide whether to 
balance our housing budget or to provide 
a necessary social service, which he con- 
tended housing was. In this country, he 
thought, housing was regarded as a social 
service. He did not favour control of 
private enterprise rents. He suggested 
that if the landlord increased the value of 
his property by putting it into a good 
state of repair his rating assessment 
should go up and this would automatic- 
ally increase the rent he could obtain. 

Rent rebates should apply to private 
enterprise housing as well as to local 
authority housing. 

Mr. OLIVER, chairman of the housing 
committee of a rural authority, said none 
of the applicants for 30 houses which his 
authority had just completed was 
“bothered” about having to pay the 
economic rent of £2 for a two-bedroom 
house, exclusive of rates. He thought 
substantially more rent could be paid by 
the generality of council tenants, without 
their being hard hit, but he would not like 
to see differential rent schemes made 
compulsory. 

A’ representative of the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government said the 
number of local authority differential 
rent schemes was continually growing, 
although it was still only a small propor- 
tion of all local housing authorities. 

Dealing with the question of rents 
generally, Mrs. WILLS said that by some 
means payment of any additional rent 
should be made conditional upon repairs 
or improvements being done. 

Mr. OLIVER thought there was a case 
for a scheme of graded rent increases 
according to the difference between the 
rent being paid and the economic rent. 


Crux of the Problem 


Mr. W. G. FISKE, chairman of the 
LCC’s housing committee, said the crux 
of the problem was the tremendous pro- 
portion of pre-1914 properties that still 
existed. They lacked all modern ameni- 
ties and the private landlord was unable 
to deal with them. The only bodies that 
could do so were the local authority or 
some other authority formed for the pur- 
pose. Hundreds of houses in London 
could be improved to give them a further 
life of 30 years or so, but that was a very 
different thing from slum_ clearance 
properties, which must come down as 
soon as possible. 

There was some uncertainty in the 
minds of those present when they dis- 
cussed whether the present subsidy policy 
was adequate, either for normal housing 
needs or slum clearance. MR. OLIVER 
said local authorities did not know what 
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subsidy they would receive unless they 
knew how much clearance they would 
have to do. 

Passing on to the question of improve- 
ments grants to landlords, Miss JUDITH 
LEDEBOER (in the chair) said if asked, 
the Ministry always said this scheme was 
thriving. The Ministry representative 
replied that the number of authorities 
operating the Scheme was growing, but i° 
you measured the number of houses 
covered by it against the total number o° 
houses it was only a drop in the ocean— 
something like 60,000-odd houses agains: 
six to seven millions of pre-war houses. 

Miss J. ADBURGHAM suggested that the 
maximum amount of grant now payable 
for improvement was inadequate in the 
light of present-day building costs anc 
did not attract people to go forward. 
Another speaker said a great many 
houses needed repairs before any im- 
provement work within the meaning o! 
the scheme could be begun. The Ministry 
representative pointed out that loca! 
authorities could lend money for repairs. 
He did not think the Minister would 
allow the cost of initial repair work to 
figure in the economic rent charged. Mr. 
FISKE said the amount which the Minister 
was prepared to allow for repairs was 
much below the actual cost. 


Housing Standards 


In a discussion on whether the present 
standards of house building were right 
in view of the fact that subsidised houses 
were intended to last for 60 years, one 
speaker thought we could not know what 
future standards of living would be. We 
did not know, for instance, much about 
atomic heating and the way of life we 
were going to have in the future. 

For the first time in our history scien- 
tific people were coming into this 
question of housing, said Mr. PoINTON 
‘TAYLOR, and there was great pressure on 
builders to employ new methods of con- 
struction. 

We had: had a standard of structural 
stability which was merely quoted as a 
standard. Then we had a standard for 
noise. The less said about that the better, 
because we found that a 9-inch party wall 
was better than an 11-inch party wall and 
therefore we had returned to the 9-inch 
wall. He did not think standards of con- 
struction for housing could be reduced, 
but standards of space might be. . 


Miss LEDEBOER suggested that space 
standards were too low and Mrs. LAYTON 
(Harlow New Town) said the pressure to 
reduce space was fatal in a long term 
view. She suggested that we should 
consider planning our houses on the 
Swedish model, where you had a total 
area less than in comparable British 
houses but where the whole house was 
heated and therefore you used every 
room, even the bedrooms as sitting- 
rooms, throughout the year. 


Mr. G. GouLp, ARIBA, preferred 
space to be increased but the amount of 
equipment to be reduced. If people had 
something to work for when they first 
went into the house they would see that 
they were able to put the equipment into 
it in time. 

Miss LEDEBOER said it was clear thaf 
what would happen would be a great

advance on the equipment side of hous- 
ing, and in the general servicing of houses 
and in construction quite a lot of interest- 
ing things would happen in regard to the 
building of flats, such as the LCC’s tall 
blocks, which might produce interesting 
results in cheapening the cost of con- 
struction. This might be reflected back 
into other forms of dwellings. 

Miss LEDEBOER added that the pro- 
gramme of the Housing Centre during 
the coming winter was likely to be direc- 
ted more and more to slum clearance. 


Election of Officers 


At the annual general meeting Sir 
William Holford, MA, FRIBA, MTPI, 
was re-elected president, Miss J. G. 
Ledeboer, MA, FRIBA, FILA, chairman 
and Mr. S. Pointon Taylor, OBE, FRIBA, 
MTPI, hon. treasurer. The accounts 
showed that there was an excess of £102 
of income over expenditure, compared 
with a deficit of £452 the previous year. 


BUILDING CHANGES 
AT OXFORD 


By a Correspondent 


(THOSE who visit Oxford this summer, 

and study college buildings, will 
notice a number of welcome alterations. 
The windows on the west side of the 
library of Brasenose College have been 
opened again after having been blocked 
up for nearly 200 years. This has vastly 
improved the appearance of the library, 
and also of the Deer Park. 

The buildings of Corpus Christi Col- 
lege continue to need protection against 
change and decay. The refacing of the 
east front of the Gentlemen Commoners 
in selected Clipsham stone has been com- 
pleted, and the profile of the building 
wisely modified by pulling down a 
redundant chimney stack. 

At Keble College a new Besse building 
is going up, extending the existing chapel 
block westwards, and providing sets for 
three dons and three undergraduates. 
Plans are now under consideration for 
the building of a new library at Lady 
Margaret Hall, and Mr. Raymond Erith, 
FRIBA, has been appointed architect. 

At Lincoln College the lower library 
has been reconstructed, and the extent to 
which it is now used is a reminder of the 
intensity of the demand for library space 
in Oxford. It is hoped this year to lay 
the foundations of a boathouse for New 
College. The plans have been drawn by 
Mr. Peter Shepheard, ARIBA, whose de- 
sign has a likeness and nautical flavour 
appropriate to the River Isis. 

The new wing of the south building of 
St. Hilda’s College is now in use, and 
the rebuilding of the river wall has been 
completed. The Lodgings of the new 
Principal have been built in a modern 
version of eighteenth century design, 
with a Chinese Chippendale porch and 
Staircase of particular interest. The new 
library buildings of Somerville College, 
with a stack room for 25,000 books, is 
expected to be ready for occupation next 
October. At Worcester College two fine 
stone seats which came originally from 
Penn House, near Beaconsfield, have been 
placed near the pond. 


ROAD ACCIDENTS 


“ An Engineering Problem ” 


“ OAD transport, like other forms of 
transport by rail, sea or air, is mainly 
an engineering problem, even if more com- 
plicated by human error than some. Acci- 
dents to rail, sea and air transport are the 
subject of investigation by engineering ex- 
perts and as a result the safety of these 
forms of transport has continually increased 
and must now be nearly at its maximum. 

“If road accidents are to be reduced—or 
even prevented from increasing—then a new 
approach is needed in the form of a techni- 
cal investigation of all serious accidents by 
properly qualified highway engineers.” 

These points were made in a detailed 
proposal prepared by the Engineers’ Guild, 
and the Association for Chartered Civil, 
Mechanical and Electrical Engineers. 

The proposal states:— 

“ Road accidents are, with few exceptions, 
investigated only by local police officers, 
whose main responsibility is to ascertain 
whether or not a breach of the law has 
occurred. In his repert the police officer 
is expected to say whether an accident was 
due in any way to road conditions. Not 
being a highway engineer he normally con- 
fines his remarks to points upon which he 
feels competent to express an opinion, such 
as that the road was slippery due to ice or 
grease, or that the accident occurred at a 
blind corner. 

“He is unlikely to suggest, for instance, 
that the surface was insufficiently non-skid, 
or that there was an insufficient length of 
level waiting space on a steep side road 
approach, and whether it was possible to 
rectify it and what it was likely to cost. It 
is even more unlikely that he would report 
that an optical illusion due to an unfortunate 
combination of vertical and _ horizontal 
alignment was the basic cause of the 
accident. 

“ As a result, the statistics based on police 
reports show only 1 per cent. to 2 per cent. 
of accidents as being due to road conditions. 
Nevertheless, it is very probable that road 
conditions, in a broad sense of the term, 
enter into a much larger proportion of the 
accidents than is generally supposed. That 
is why the methods of prevention so far 
adopted, all very valuable in their way and 
up to a certain point, have failed to produce 
a significant reduction in accidents.” 


Public Inquiries 


The proposal prepared by the Engineers’ 
Guild states that in each county and county 
borough a suitably qualified engineer 
should be appointed as Accident Investiga- 
tion Engineer, whose sole task would be to 
investigate the causes of all fatal and other 
serious accidents on classified roads, and to 
recommend the holding of a public inquiry 
when circumstances made this desirable. 

A Road Accident Inspectorate should be 
set up at the headquarters of the Ministry 
of Transport under the Chief Engineer, 
which would collate reports, be responsible 
for holding the necessary public inquiries, 
and prepare recommendations for the 
mechanical improvement of vehicles, the 
improvement of road signs, street lighting, 
etc., and a national priority list of road 
improvements. 

In support of their contention that pro- 
fessional engineers are the proper persons 
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to inquire into road accidents, the Engineers’ 
Guild point out: 

“The object of such inquiries is not to 
establish points of law, nor to decide 
whether a breach of the law has taken place. 
The object is to elicit technical facts regard- 
ing the movement of vehicles in relation to 
the alignment of the road, its layout, and 
the road surfaces and the mechanical 
efficiency of the vehicles. 

“Effective steps towards preventing or 
reducing traffic accidents can only be taken 
if the causes which produced them are 
clearly known and carefully studied. Up te 
the moment, the investigation of traffic 
accidents has been carried out by persons 
who, though able to assess many of the 
more immediate and obvious causes of par- 
ticular accidents, are not competent to give 
an opinion on road and vehicle conditions 
which most likely enter into the cause... . 

“ Before the problem of accidents can be 
tackled with any chance of success it is 
necessary to have co-ordinated information 
not now available. The collection of this 
information must be in the hands of those 
who are best qualified and competent to 
recognise and classify the relevant facts.” 


LAW REPORT 


Judgment for Quantity Surveyors 
in Claim for Professional Fees 
QUEEN’S BENCH DIVISION 


_ BEFORE MR. JUSTICE PEARSON. 


Wood and Weir v. Hillman. 


an UDGMENT for £586 with costs was 

given by Mr. Justice Pearson in the 
Queen’s Bench Division on July 20, for 
Messrs. Wood and Weir, quantity sur- 
veyors, of Princes-street, Hanover-square, W. 
They had sued Mr. Isaac David Hillman, a 
building owner and land developer, of 
Wimpole-street, W, for professional charges 
for work done as quantity surveyors. 

The claim arose out of the lay-out of a 
site and bills of quantity for the proposed 
building of 30 bungalows on an estate at 
White Hills, Chesham, Bucks. Mr. Hillman 
contended that the bills of quantities had 
not been delivered to him by plaintiffs. 

Giving judgment, Mr. JusTICE PEARSON 
said the case depended on a written docu- 
ment from plaintiffs to defendant. In it 
plaintiffs had stated that if for any reason 
the development ef the estate was not pro- 
ceeded with within six months after the bills 
had been prepared payment of their fees 
would be made direct to them by defendant. 

Mr. Hillman had replied agreeing to the 
terms of this letter. His evidence was that 
he intended the quantity surveyors’ fees to be 
paid when certificates for building work 
completed were issued. 

Mr. Hillman was a busy man and might 
not have read the letter carefully. The 
parties were bound by the written document 
and not by what might have been intended. 

His lordship found that the bills of © 
quantity were prepared when they were sent 
to the contractors by plaintiffs. The six 
months ran from that time. 

It had been found that the bungalows 
would cost in the neighbourhood of £3,000 
and not £2,000, as Mr. Hillman wished. He 
would not proceed without substantial modi- 
fications and for that reason the building 
work did not proceed. Plaintiffs were en- 
titled to judgment for the amount claimed. 
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IN PARLIAMENT 


By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Office Building in London 
HE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government is expecting to receive 
proposals from the London County Council 
for further action about the problem created 
by office development in central London on 
which he has had a number of discussions 
with representatives of the council. 

Mr. DUNCAN SANDys, replying to ques- 
tions in the Commons on July 17, about the 
report of the LCC on this topic (reported in 
The Builder last week), said that an esti- 
mate of the amount of residential property 
being used as office accommodation, which 
was requested by Mrs. LENA JEGER, was not 
available. 

The report, he said, indicated that since 

1948 office space for 96,000 workers had 
been provided in the central area of 
London, accommodation for another 66,000 
was under construction, and planning. per- 
mission already given, but not yet acted on, 
provided for another 116,000 more. 
' Mrs. Jecer asked if the Minister had 
been able to give any attention to the diffi- 
culty which arose when new office buildings 
were erected, as they were in Bloomsbury, 
and people who were occupying residential 
property refused to move into the new 
blocks because.the rates would be much 
higher and continued to use much needed 
residential property for office use. 

Mr. SANDys.—That is one of the problems 
I am trying to grapple with. The problem 
is to restrict the amount of additional office 
accommodation that is created without hav- 
ing to pay enormous sums in compensation. 
I have asked the LCC to ensure that when 
temporary licences for the use of residential 
property as offices expire they should not 
be renewed ; and I have asked them to make 
sure that only in exceptional cases shall 
residential property be allowed to be 
changed to office use. 

Mr. LANGFORD-HOLT urged the Minister 
to bear in mind that many of the 162,000 
people for whom office space was being 
provided would bring their cars, and asked 
him to consult with the Minister of Trans- 
port to see what accommodation could be 
made for this purpose. 

Mr. SANDYS.—On the question of cars the 
LCC are being very strict in insisting on 
the provision of proper car park arrange- 
ments in the new office buildings that are 
erected. 


Housing Glasgow’s Overspill 


Six new towns were urged as being neces- 
sary to enable Glasgow to cope with its 
overspill problem when the House of Com- 
mons discussed health in Scotland on July 17. 
Relating health to housing, Mr. J. C. 
GEORGE, one of the Glasgow members, drew 
a distinction between the needs of slum clear- 
ance and overcrowding in the city. He 
. doubted the figure of 300,000, which had been 
mentioned as the level of overspill, and 
urged the Secretary of State to investigate 
the truth of that computation, which seemed 
to conflict with his own calculation, although 
he did not reveal whether that was higher 
or lower. 

Whatever the correct figure, however, MR. 
_GEoRGE felt that to cater for 300,000 drew 
attention to the magnitude of the problem. 
The overspill of London was said to be 


400,000 and eight new towns were being built 


to deal with it. On a basis of simple pro- 
portion they should be building six new 
towns to deal with Glasgow. When the ex- 
tent of the overspill had been determined, 
he hoped that a programme would be drawn 
up showing how it would be tackled with 
some rapidity in the future. 

Quoting what he described as “ staggering 
figures,” Mr. George said that in Glasgow 
48 per cent. of the total housing of the city 
was of the one- or two-apartment type of 
dwelling. In Birmingham that type repre- 
sented two per cent, of the total, in Man- 
chester two per cent. and in Liverpool 3.4 
per cent. Houses of three apartments or 
less were 76.6 per cent. of the total in Glas- 
gow, 14.6 per cent. in Birmingham, 12 per 
cent. in Liverpool and 10.7 per cent. in Man- 
chester. 

That showed clearly that Glasgow had a 
housing problem in which there was a far 
higher percentage of houses with few apart- 
ments than in any other of the great cities 
of Britain, Taking Scotland as a whole it 
would be seen that between 1,861 and 1,951 
houses of one or two apartments had de- 
clined from 65.2 per cent, to the total of 
28.6 per cent., while Glasgow still had 48 per 
cent. In the same period houses of more 


than two rooms had risen from 37.9 per. 


cent. of the total to 71.5 per cent., but in 
Glasgow the proportion was only 52 per 
cent, 

While agreeing that some slum clearance 
would have to be undertaken, and that 
in some cities and counties the time 
had come to do it, and accepting 
that Glasgow Corporation must undertake 
some clearance of the slums to give 
slum dwellers a hope of better things for 
the future, he submitted that overcrowding 
was the first and by far the major problem 
in Glasgow. It overshadowed slum clear- 
ance. In considering the health of the 
country in relation to projected financial pro- 


_ visions for new housing there could not be 


a common policy for the entire country. 
Any action taken by the Government at this 
stage which might diminish the provisions 
for overcrowding would be retrograde, and 
would handicap health authorities in their 
fight against tuberculosis. 

The Secretary of State should not be too 
hidebound by mathematics. If he found he 
must make changes which might reduce the 
number of houses built here and there in 
Scotland he should have the courage, if need 
be, to treat Glasgow as a separate problem 
in the light of the information he (Mr. 
George) had put forward. Glasgow cor- 
poration had been diligent in providing 
houses for the city’s inhabitants, but it was 
reaching the point where it was using up all 
the available sites. The question was 
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whether the methods used in building on the 
remaining sites were wise. In two districts 
it was proposed to build 150 habitable rooms 
an acre, which gave a density of 270 persons 
an acre, a fact which was giving the medical 
officer of health some concern. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Cromwell Road Fly-over 


Mr. Lucas asked the Minister of Trans- 
port and Civil Aviation, when work on the 
fly-over linking the West Cromwell Road 
extension with the Great West Road in 
Chiswick was expected to be started; how 
much it would cost; and when it was ex- 
pected to be finished. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, in a written 
reply on July 16, stated—Work on the fly- 
over is planned to start early in 1957, and 
to be completed in the late summer of 1959, 
bass estimated cost is about £700,000.

The last four projects were for the move 
of the building operations research unit 
from the Thatched Barn, Barnet by-pass. 


Planning Appeal Decisions 


Mr. A. J. IRVINE asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, whether 
he would take action to ensure that all deci- 
sions on planning appeals relating to matters 
of great public importance, such as the fun- 


' fair tower in Battersea Park, were brought 


to his attention before they were issued. 


Mr. SANDYS, in a written reply stated.— 
That is already the established practice. 


Rating of Unoccupied Premises 
Mr. J. HARRISON asked the Minister of 


Housing and Local Government, if he would 


introduce amending legislation to require 
the levying of rates on unoccupied living 
accommodation to prevent such accommoda- 
tion being empty for long periods, thus 
aggravating the housing shortage. 


Mr. ENOCH POWELL, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government replying on July 17, said—No. 


Re-erection of Prefabs 


Mr. PEYTON asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, what guidance 
he had given to local planning authorities on 
the subject of prefabricated houses sold by 
local authorities for re-erection for agricul- 
tural or other purposes. 

Mr. POWELL: The Minister has so far 
given no guidance on this matter; but he is 
considering doing so. 


Private Street Works 


Mr. ROyYLE asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, if he would 
introduce legislation to’ ensure that local 
authorities should bear a share in the cost 
of the making up of roads where the houses 
were built before 1940. 


Mr. PowELL: in a written reply stated.— 
No. 


Thames Flood Barrier 


Mr. REMNANT asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government for a state- 
ment about the prevention of flooding in 
the Thames Valley arising out of the report 
of the committee on coastal flooding. 


Mr. SANDYS in a written reply on July 17, 
stated—A preliminary technical study has 
been made of the possible alternatives of 
raising the levels of the river banks and 
of erecting some form of structure across 
the river which could be closed against a 
tidal surge. As a result, I have decided to 
appoint two firms of consulting engineers 
to prepare a joint report on the practica- 
bility, design and estimated cost of con- 
structing a movable flood barrier at a suit- 
able point on the river. 


Hammersmith Fly-over 


Mr. ERNEST Davies asked the Minister by 
how long it was estimated completion of the 
Cromwell-road extension would be delayed 
if a fly-over were constructed at Hammer- 
smith in place of the projected roundabout. 


Mr. WATKINSON: I am advised by the 
London County Council that if the fly-over 
were included in the present scheme the pro- 
vision of a through route would be delayed 
by two or three years. Mr. Davies 20 
doubt appreciates that there is no question 
of a fly-over being an alternative to the pro- 
jected roundabout. The complete scheme 
provides for a fly-over and a surface round- 
about. 


Road Junction Schemes 


Details of eight schemes for underpasses, 
overpasses, fly-overs and similar road junc- 
tions on which the Minister of Transport 
is engaged at the moment, and which are 
estimated tc cost about £3m., were given 
by the Minister, Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, 
in the Commons on July 18. 


The Minister was replying to several ques- 
tions on this particular topic. He indicated 
that these eight projects were in the London 
traffic area, and were included in the roads 
programme for the period 1955-59. They 
represented the beginnings of plans for fly- 
overs, and fly-unders, but were the only 
firm ones on which he was engaged.

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PENSIONS FOR THE 
INDUSTRY 
NFBTE Staff Scheme 


(THE National Federation of Building 

Trades Employers, in their half- 
yearly report (summarised in The Builder 
of July 20) made the following reference 
to the Federation’s staff pension fund: 


In the Budget statement the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer announced the 
granting of tax relief on payments made 
by self-employed persons, including prin- 
cipals and controlling directors, for de- 
ferred annuities. Details of the condi- 
tions under which such relief will be 
available have not yet been published, 
but it is hoped that it will shortly be pos- 
sible for principals and controlling direc- 
tors of contributing employers, who have 
hitherto been excluded, to become mem- 
bers and enjoy the benefits of the 
NFBTE’s staff pension fund.

Eastern Federation’s Scheme 


IN just over 12 months, the million pound 
mark has been passed in capital cover under 
a retirement benefit scheme for building 
workers employed by members of the 
Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers. It was decided by the Federa- 
tion in the early part of 1955 to enter into 
an agreement with an assurance society 
for superannuation provisions for member 
firms’ foremen, charge hands and opera- 
tives whose long service, loyalty and hard 
work merited recognition. The scheme is 
on a contributory basis. 


In all there are now 13 local association 
schemes, and those together with individual 
arrangements for members in other parts of 
the Eastern Counties, have resulted in over 
150 building firms providing for selected 
employees in this way. It is being found 
that these pension provisions are assisting in 
keeping down wasteful labour turnover. 


STRENGTH OF THE NFBTE 
Pioneer Work by the Regions 


Mr, NIGEL HANNEN, national president, 
speaking at the half-yearly general meeting 
of the Northern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers held at Seaton 
Carew, Northumberland, on July 18, said: 

“The building industry is allergic to con- 
trols, and as a national body we do not take 
kindly to regimentation from the centre. 
That is why we do not practise it ourselves. 
The strength of the NFBTE is largely de- 
rived from the fact that our constitution 
is sufficiently elastic to allow each of the 
ten regions considerable latitude in adapt- 
ing national policy to meet its own par- 
ticular needs. 

“We have never been foolish enough to 
think that what is good for, say, the South 
of England, is always good for Wales, the 
Midlands, or the North, and many of our 
advances nationally have been due to the 
pioneer work in the first place of one or 
other of our regions.”

Towards Fixed Price Tenders: 
LMBA President’s Views 


PRESIDING at the LMBA’s half-yearly 

meeting last week, the President, MR. 
KENNETH C. F. Foster, said that the 
action taken by the Government to com- 
bat inflation must reduce the volume of 
building, and some building owners were 
being deterred by what they considered to 
be the relatively high cost of building. 
They could only hope that the reduction 
would be little more than was necessary 
to remove the present overload ‘on the 
industry. 

* Whilst I am still of the opinion,” said 
Mr. Foster, “ that the main action against 
inflation must come from the Govern- 
ment’s control of credit and a reduction 
in its own expenditure, we all have, as 
the Prime Minister said in his speech last 
week-end, a part to play. Early in the 
year the LMBA recommended its mem- 
bers to tender without a fluctuations 
clause for materials for jobs which were 
estimated not to exceed £5,000 in value 
and subject to completion within six 
months from the date of the tender. 

“A way in which we could both assist 

the fight against inflation and relieve the 
building owner of some of the uncer- 
tainty of the final cost is to increase the 
limits within which we would be pre- 
pared to quote fixed prices. Now that 
the Coal Board and the Transport Com- 
mission have fixed their prices for a year, 
I hope that the producers of building 
materials will see their way to improve 
upon their recent arrangements and per- 
haps stabilise their prices for the period 
of our contracts instead of between two 
dates in the calendar. We do not wish 
to be relieved of all the risks, but some 
help from the producers of our materials 
would, I am sure, enable us to take a 
further step towards our goal of a return 
to fixed price tendering.” 
_ A cost from which he considered the 
industry should be relieved, said the 
President, was the financing of what were 
unnecessarily high retentions. There was 
a tendency for the maximum provided 
for in the RIBA Form of Contract, both 
of the percentage retained and the limit 
of the retention fund, to be inserted auto- 
matically in the tendering documents. 
Members should not lose any opportunity 
of negotiating better terms, and he would 
ask architects to give some serious 
thought to this matter. 

“As far as Local Authorities are con- 
cerned, some have given a lead by re- 
ducing the limit of the retention fund to 
5 per cent. of the contract sum,” he added. 


Half-yearly Report 

"THE London Master Builders’ Association 

in their half-yearly report, presented 
on July 19 at the half-yearly general meet- 
ing held in London, state that the year so 
far has been a mixed one for the industry. 
That there is still, and will remain, consider- 
able scope for building for many years ahead 
is clear; uncertainty arises only from the 
general economic state of the country, and 
the policies which this may make necessary. 
The Budget has shown that credit restriction 
and reduction in capital investment, Govern- 


ment and otherwise, will continue until 
economic stability is assured and, as the 
National President pointed out in a speech 
in February, the effects of even last autumn’s 
cuts may not be fully felt by the industry 
until later this year. 

Other points referred to are:— 

Labour - Only Sub-Contracting: Last 
December, the London Regional Council of 
the NFBTO wrote to all local authorities in 
the region, setting out their views on the 
question of labour-only sub-contracting, and 
asking for the prohibition of this practice 
on all local authority contracts. The LMBA 
immediately wrote to the authorities ex- 
plaining the other side of the problem. The 
result has been that only the Acton Borough 
Council has done as the NFBTO asked, 
eight councils have refused, and others have 
either taken no action or postponed their 
decisions until the dispute has been settled 
by the employers’ and operatives’ National 
Federations. 

Wages: The National Joint Council still 
has under consideration a proposal by the 
operatives for the abolition of the differential 
between the inner and outer London wage 
rates. 

Incentives: Considerable interest has been 
shown in the proposed meetings to discuss 
incentive and bonus payment schemes, about 
which a brief questionnaire was sent to mem- 
bers in May. Details of the arrangements 
for these meetings, to be held in July, have 
been sent to those who are interested. 


Holiday Problems 


Holidays: the Council, at its March meet- 
ting, considered the second week’s holiday 
with pay. It resolved to remind. members 
that, in granting two weeks’ annual holiday, 
the employer has the option of giving the 
second week in the winter, and noted that, 
if he exercised the option, the appropriate 
week this year would be December 24-30. 
The Council recommended that employers 
should endeavour to find work at Christmas 
time for men who have not sufficient credits 
to enable them to take a holiday then. 


The Council further advised that if, in 
spite of the employer’s objection, an opera- 
tive took two weeks’ holiday in the summer, 
the holiday credit for one week only should 
be paid then, leaving the second week’s 
credit to be paid in the winter. 

Productivity: Discussions on problems of 
productivity in the building industry in the 
London region, adjourned in November, 
were resumed in March, and resulted in the 
setting up of the London Building Produc- 
tivity Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Mr. N. S. Farrow, MBE, and including re- 
presentatives of all sections of the building 
industry. 

Contract Matters: Further progress has 
been made in gaining more general accept- 
ance of the RIBA Standard Form of Con- 
tract. The British Transport Commissien 
has accepted it, in principle, for building 
work on British Railways. After consider- 
ing many suggestions received from areas 
and from individual members, the associa- 
tion has submitted a number of proposals 
for revision of the Standard Form in re- 
sponse to the invitation of the Joint Con- 
tracts Tribunal. 

Progress with the test case supported by 
the association to obtain an interpretation 
by the High Court of the wages fluctuations 
clause in the pre-1953 form of LCC con- 
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tract, has been slow but steady. The “ agreed 
statement of facts” has been drafted by 
counsel and submitted to the LCC for ap- 
proval, and it is hoped that the case will 
be submitted to the court before long. 


Other matters dealt with by the committee 
have included discussions with the North 





Thames Gas Board over a clause in the 
Standard Form of Sub-Contract concerning 
insurance liabilities; discussion on the liaison 
committees with the Kent and Surrey courty 
architects on tendering questions; and a sug- 
gested scheme of group excess third-party 
insurance, proposals for which have been 
submitted by a firm of insurance brokers, 


Firm Price Tenders 


In March the NFBTE Council agreed to 
recommend that members should be pre- 
pared to submit tenders to Government ce- 
partments without a materials fluctuation 
clause for contracts estimated to cost up to 
£5,000, and with an anticipated period for 
completion of the contract of not more than 
six months from the date of tender. The 
LMBA Council, on receiving this decision, 
noted that it applied only to Government 
work under Form CCC/Wks/1, and felt that 
a stronger lead could with advantage be 
given by the LMBA. Accordingly, the 





Council agreed to recommend to all mem- 
bers in London that the same conditions 
should apply in respect of all building work. 

This was followed by a decision of the 
Council of the London Master Plasterers’ 
Association to recommend all their members 
to agree, if called upon to do so, that the 
materials fluctuation clause should not be 
applied to plastering contracts estimated not 
to exceed £2,000 in total value, provided 
that any such plastering contract was com- 
pleted within six months from the date of 
tender. 

The Minister of Works recently an- 
nounced that, arising out of the Govern- 
ment’s wishes to move towards a return to 
fixed price tendering, it had been decided 
as an experiment to invite tenders on a fixed 
price basis for selected projects of values 


not exceeding £100,000 for which the Minis- 


try of Works would be responsible. Before 
making this announcement, the Minister met 
representatives of the building and civil 
engineering industries, and informed them 
of the Government’s intention. The repre- 
sentatives of the industry made it clear that, 
while it was their general policy to en- 
courage a return to fixed price contracts as 
soon as conditions made such a move prac- 
ticable, they nevertheless had some doubts as 
to whether the present time was appropriate 


for a further move, and that much must 


depend on the extent to which manufacturers 
continued ‘their arrangements to stabilise 
prices; this in turn, of course, would be 
dependent on the action of the nationalised 
industries such as transport, fuel and power. 


The recent announcement by the National 


Coal Board on stabilisation of prices, fol- 
lowed by similar moves on the part of other 
nationalised industries, is welcomed as a 
step in the right direction.

EASTERN FEDERATION 


Successful One-day Training 
Conference 


From a Correspondent 


Vy ITH the rapid expansion of the training 

programme of the Eastern Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, great impor- 
tance has been attached to the closest 
liaison and understanding with technical 
colleges. A most valuable one-day con- 
ference was held at the University Arms 
Hotel, Cambridge, on July 17, when the 
principals and heads of building depart- 
ments in the Eastern Counties were the 
guests of the Federation. 


An outline was given of the purpose and 
extent of the Federation’s training pro- 
gramme with its emphasis on the function 
of management, and the views of the techni- 
cal colleges were sought on how they could 
help with courses on technical subjects. 
General agreement was reached on foreman- 
ship training on the following lines :— 


(a) There is a need for a follow-up on 
technical subjects as a result of the 
enthusiasm aroused among _ foremen 
attending the weekend courses. 


(b) The preference is for short-term in- 
formal courses of one or two evenings 
a week for a period of, say, six weeks. 


(c) The choice of subjects might include 
provision for a general introduction to 
the more speciaksed trades, e.g., electrical 
engineering, heating and ventilation, etc. 


(d) If technical colleges find these 
courses successful, consideration might 
be given to longer and more systematic 
courses. 

Exchange of Views 
It was agreed that this important subject 
should be discussed further on local advisory 
committees and action taken where the 
demand was felt to exist. There will be an 


opportunity later for an exchange of views 
on the experience in different areas. 


An opportunity was also taken for some 
useful discussion on apprenticeship matters, 
the feeling of the meeting on several of the 
points being summed up as follows: 

Liaison.—Fullest use should be made of 
building advisory committees whose advice 
should be accepted, subject to overriding 
policy considerations, by the governing 
bodies. Co-option of technical college 
representatives to local joint apprenticeship 
committees is most desirable. The employ- 
ing side of the industry should pay regular 
visits to technical colleges. 

Notification of Attendances.—It is desir- 
able that on the morning following absence 
at day or evening classes an advice should 
be sent to the master who should regularly 
and effectively follow this up. A greater 
interest should be shown by masters in the 
technical training of their apprentices. 

Technical Education—Uniform provi- 
sions for technical education are not in 
accord with the capacity of students and a 
greater diversity in the present arrangements 
appears to be called for. 

Block Release—The system of block 
release offers advantages despite certain 
difficulties of organisation. It is felt that 
an experiment in one technical college in 
the region would be of real value. 
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BIRMINGHAM NEW 
TOWN RECOMMENDED 


* Provision by Government” 
Urged 


BIRMINGHAM City Council is being 
recommended by its overspill com- 
mittee that at least one new town, and 
possibly two, may be necessary to solve the 
overspill problem. The report (presented 
to the City Council on July 24) recommends 
that the principle of the creation of a new 
town be accepted, and that such a town be 
developed by the Government under the 
New Towns Act. It is also recommended 
that the Minister of Housing be asked to 
receive another deputation on the matter. 


So far the Minister has held the view that 
if Birmingham cannot obtain adequate 
relief for its problem through neighbouring 
authorities, then the Corporation should 
itself build a new town. Birmingham con- 
siders that the Government should bear the 
cost. 

It is hoped that by 1971, 56,500 of 
Birmingham’s surplus population of 180,000 
will have been accommodated outside the 
city under the Town Development Act. 
Agreements mentioned in the overspill com- 
mittee’s report are expected to provide for 
7,710 houses in Staffordshire, 700 at 
Daventry, 3,000 at Dawley in Shropshire 
and 800 at Llandrindod Wells. The Stafford- 
shire houses will be: Aldridge 2,000; Lich- 
field 1,200; Tamworth 1,700; Brownhills 
300; Cannock 500; Rugeley 300; Tutbury 
60; Uttoxeter 100; Stafford Borough 750 and 
Stafford RDC 300; Lichfield RD 500. 

It is reported that Birmingham is pleased 
with the result of its negotiations with 
Staffordshire local authorities, but dis- 
appointed so far with the co-operation re- 
ceived from Worcestershire and Warwick- 
shire. 

Schemes under discussion for providing 
1,700 houses in Warwickshire and for 6,000 
in Worcestershire include 1,200 at Ather- 
stone and 500 in the Tamworth Rural 
District; 1,000 at Redditch and 5,000 at 
Kidderminster. Furthermore, Solihull and 
Sutton Coldfield are still considering what 
help they can give, if any. Warwickshire 
County Council is opposing a Birmingham 
plan to acquire 600 acres of land in the 
green belt at Water Orton. 

Birmingham City Council is to pay £8 
per dwelling for ten years to those authori- 
ties which build houses in their areas for 
Birmingham tenants. This is an increase of 
13s. on the figure on which negotiations 
were originally based. 


Fixing the Site 


At a Press conference on July 18, ALDER- 
MAN A. F. BRADBEER, genera! purposes com- 


mittee chairman, urged strongly that 
Birmingham should have a new town 
provided by the Government. He added 


that the Minister would be asked to fix the 
site of any new town. Other points made 
by Ald. Bradbeer were that unless some pro- 
gress is made in building houses for over- 
spill, the city’s redevelopment and slum- 
clearance schemes would come to an end 
and that industry as well as population is 
being sought by all authorities with whom 
Birmingham is negotiating with the excep- 
tion of Solihull and Sutton Coldfield. 
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WATER CHARGES FOR 
BUILDING 


Sussex Builders’ Appeal 


AN appeal by James Longley and Co., 
Ltd., building and civil engineering 
contractors, of Crawley, Sussex, against 
water charges assessed by the Cuckfield 
Rural District Council was heard by a 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government 
inspector at Hayward’s Heath on July 19. 

The firm was appealing against assess- 
ments based on percentage rates levied 
against the estimated cost figures for two 
undertakings, the Redifon factory and the 
Crawley Technical College building. They 
had been refused a metered supply by the 
Cuckfield RDC and were told that charges 
in respect of building works had to be in 
accordance with the scheduled rates made 
by the Council. They accepted the charges 
under protest and gave notice in each case 
of their intention to install a meter to 
measure consumption. Later they received 
a concession in respect of “dry trades” in 
each case. 

The relevant figures in respect of the 
Redifon factory were: estimated cost of 
works, £250,000; figure adopted for assess- 
ment after concessions, £167,000; resulting 
ad valorem charge, £626 approx. For the 
Crawley Technical College the figures were 
£270,000, £178,256 and £668 respectively. 

The contractors claimed through Mr. 
Norman Longley, CBE, chairman and 
general manager, that this ad valorem 
method of assessment was unreasonable. 
The charges were not directly related to 
water consumption, and the consumer 


should have the right to pay for the amount, 


of water used and to have a proper means 
of measuring consumption. The formula, 
even after special concessions were made, 
when related to actual consumption, would 
be found to yield much more than the 
3s. 10d. per 1,000 gallons quoted in the 
Cuckfield RDC tariff as the rate for other 
non-domestic supplies. This formula, then, 
levied an unfair and unreasonable charge 
on the cost of building construction. 


Actual and Metered Charges 


Longley’s further maintained that there 
was an incentive to save water where a 
metered supply was in operation, and that, 
since there was a general tendency to water 
shortage in this country and particularly in 
the Crawley area, a metered supply was 
preferable. 

Mr. Longley then gave examples of com- 
parisons between ad valorem rates and 
metered supply charges produced from 
“experience gained on sites where metered 
supply was available.” In one instance the 
ad valorem charge calculated on Cuckfield 
RDC rates without special concessions 
amounted to £1,230, but the actual cost of 
the water used, supplied by the North West 
Sussex Joint Water Board at metered con- 
sumption rates, was £134. 

A similar comparison produced figures of 
£61 as against the actual charge made of 
£491. 

Evidence for Longley’s was also given by 
two contracts managers, Mr. F. A. Carter 
for the Technical College contract, and Mr. 
J. T. Elliott for the Redifon factory. 

The Clerk, Mr. J. A. Churchill, presented 
the case for the Cuckfield Rural District 


Council, who called upon Mr. H. H. Mitson, 
treasurer, and Mr. A. Hutchings, MBE, 
engineer and surveyor, to give evidence. 
The case put forward by Mr. Churchill 
was that the Council could not be accused 
of being unfair to the building industry, as 
their tariff could be compared with those of 
other authorities in the area, and would 
be found to be not unreasonable. The 
Council had fixed the rate for industrial 
building purposes in 1936 and they had not 
varied it since that time, although they had 
substantially increased domestic rates. The 
Council was always prepared to consider 
requests by large contractors for concessions 
in respect of “ dry trades,” and these usually 
were based on something like one third of 
the total estimated cost of works. No other 
contractor from Crawley had made a com- 
plaint of this nature, said Mr. Churchill. 


* A Pernicious Habit ’’ 


Asked if he considered the Council’s 
charges compared favourably with those of 
other authorities, Mr. Longley replied that 
more local authorities throughout England 
allowed metered supply than operated an 
ad valorem system. He admnitted that the 
North West Sussex Water Board had 
recently gone over to “ that pernicious habit 
of ad valorem charges. They must see 
money to be made by it,” he added wryly. 

When the Clerk asked him if he con- 
sidered that without metered supply, water 
was wasted on building sites, he replied, 
“Where there is a metered supply, there is 
an incentive to save water. Saving water 
has become a national necessity. Why, 
water supply is beginning to determine the 
location of industry.” 


Mr. Churchill made a suggestion that, in 
view of the change in value of the £ in 
recent years, the fact that the Council’s ad 
valorem rate for building purposes had never 
been raised since 1936 was in effect a reduc- 
tion in charge to builders. 


Mr. Mitson, treasurer, confirmed that the 
building rate of 7/6 per cent. had not been 
increased, although costs of supplying water 
had very considerably increased since the 
war. These costs were recouped by in- 
creasing the rates to other users. If the 
Council operated a metered supply for build- 
ing purposes, he said, they would have to 
pass some of the burden on to the general 
rate. 

Mr. Hutchings, the engineer, made the 
point that as Cuckfield RDC had to supply 
water for an area average of 58 consumers 
per mile, as against something like 150 per 
mile for the Brighton area, their costs were 
necessarily higher. He added that the 
charges of Mid-Sussex, Newhaven and other 
authorities in the region were comparable 
with theirs. “So,” he concluded, “ either 
we are not unfair, or it is unfair all round.” 

Mr. Longley made these final points: It 
is in the public interest to keep down build- 
ing costs, and keeping down water costs 
would contribute to that aim; - 

It is vital to conserve water, especially in 
the North Sussex area, and on building sites 
the best way to do that was to have a 
métered supply; and 

The authority was preventing builders 
from paying for the amount of water they 
actually used by withholding the meter 
system. 

After Mr. Longley’s final remarks, the 
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Inspector, Mr. A. A. Lane, closed the hear. 
ing so that he could ask questions of the 
parties which involved the disclosure of 
confidential figures. 

The result of the hearing will not be avzil- 
able unfil the Minister has considered the 
Inspector’s report.

OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION 


Further Suspension of Iron and Steel 
Import Duties 











UNDER the Import Duties (Exemptions) 
(No. 11) Order, 1955, the import duties on 
a wide range of iron and steel products are 
suspended until September 18, 1956, while 
those on certain cold rolled sheet are sus- 
pended until March 18, 1957. 

After consultation with the Iron and 
Steel Board about the supply position, the 
Government have decided to make a new 
Order which, with one exception, prolongs 
the suspension of import duty for a further 
six months on those products on which duty 
has hitherto been suspended until September 
18, 1956. .The one exception is galvanised 
sheet upon which the duty will be restored 
after September 18, 1956. | 

The Government have undertakings from 
the main consumers of tinplate that all 
available home-produced tinplate including 
the full output from the hand mills will be 
taken up while the duty on tinplate andf 
tinned sheet remains suspended. 

This new Order, the Import Duties (Ex 
emptions) (No. 8) Order, 1956 (S.I. 1097), 
will come into operation on September 19,

DEVELOPMENTS IN SELF-SERVICE 

Public catering on the large scale has been revolutionised by the 
general acceptance of self-service and all that it involves. A considerable 
measure of standardisation has inevitably come about in the equipment 
used, with the result that a type of service counter has been evolved 
which now dominates the design of most eating places of this class, 
and has strongly influenced the arrangement of many others. Another 
development was the snack bar with its varied menu of light meals, 
contrasting with the cafeteria with its conventional two- or three-course 
meal — usually pre-cooked. 

A more important advance has now been made by the introduction of 
specialised electric cooking equipment, whereby the meal is cooked at 
high speed in full view of the customer, who, only too pleased to see his 
food freshly cooked, has been more than willing to accept the limitations 
of menu that this system involves. As the self-service counter also forms 
the basis of this new arrangement, it will be convenient to consider first 
its component parts and the ways in which they may be used. 

The Self-Service Counter 
The units are assembled as a continuous counter, either in a straight 
line as in Fig. 1, or shaped to follow the irregularities of the site and 
take account of obstructions such as posts, columns, etc. as in Fig. 2. 
The basic groups or sections, each of which may contain one or more 
units are, in order of approach : 

Trays and cold service — bread, rolls, butter, cheese, cold 

meats, etc. 

Hot closet, where soup, gravy, vegetables, ‘main dish’ and 

puddings are kept warm and served on to plates. 

Cold sweets, pastries, ices, etc. 

Tea and coffee service. 

) Cutlery and cashier. 

The depth of the counter is usually 2 ft. 6 in. or 2 ft. 9 in. with a uniform 
working height of 3 ft. and a 6 in. clearance under all units to facilitate 
cleaning. Construction is generally of aluminium alloy, stainless steel or 
vitreous enamelled sheet on mild steel angle framing, working surfaces 
being of stainless steel. The hot closets, refrigerators and any units 
containing drawers are made in a small range of lengths, others are 
constructed to any required length from 2 ft. to 8 ft. to provide the 
accommodation required and to enable the complete counter to fit 
exactly the space and shape available. 

Counter length is determined by the number of meals required to be 
served per hour, and the type and complexity of the menu. The counter 
shown in Fig. 1 is 36 ft. long, and, based on a normal canteen kitchen and 
menu, has a serving capacity of approximately 150 meals in 10-15 
minutes ; for a public restaurant with a more varied menu, it would be 
approximately 400 meals per hour. Fig. 2 shows a similar counter, as 
modified for an awkward site, in relation to kitchen and wash-up. 
Variations in Counter Arrangement 
The extent of the hot and cold service facilities and their relation to the 
counter as a whole, are determined by the type of menu which the 
customers prefer. Specialised units, such as refrigerated cabinets for cold 
meats and salads, or cold sweets and ices, can be incorporated in the 
counter ; soda fountain equipment, if included, usually necessitates the 
removal of the hot closet section to the wall behind the counter, together 
with some of the storage units and preparation counters. 

When snack bar service is required, the tendency is to separate the 
actual serving of food (and drink) from its storage, preparation and 
portioning : the former units constitute the ‘front counter’ while the 
latter, placed against the wall behind it, form the ‘back bar’. This 
arrangement is due to a characteristic feature of snack bar service which 
permits the customer to order, collect and eat his meal at any point 
along the front counter, instead of passing in front of it as in cafeteria 
service. 

A further variant is to incorporate the tea and coffee service in a 
self-contained counter, together with a repeat section of cold sweets and 
pastries, under control of a separate cashier, or to group it with the soda 
fountain, as commonly done in seaside establishments.

Warm Storage 

The principal unit of this section is the hot closet, consisting of a bain 
marie with a hot cupboard below. A number of circular pots and shallow 
rectangular pans fit into openings in the cover of the bain marie, and are 
interchangeable so that the accommodation can be varied to suit the 
day’s menu. The bain marie itself may consist of either a hot water bath 
or a steam bath, the latter supplied from a steam generator with auto- 
matic water feed from an integral water cistern. Heat is supplied by 
thermostatically controlled immersion heaters in both cases. These units 
require electricity and cold water services, and should be connected to the 
drainage system to facilitate cleaning and emptying the bain marie. 

An interesting accessory is an overhead heating unit for keeping 
plated meals warm without drying up, the source of heat being a series 
of infra-red emitters arranged to shine down on a double row of plates 
standing on top of the counter or hot closet. 

Cold Storage 

Each cold storage unit is self-contained with its own refrigeration plant. 
Some are straightforward refrigerators : others incorporate open-access 
salad pans on top of a chilled cupboard, or sliding trays for prepared food 
awaiting cooking in the back bar. Ice cream ‘conservators’, soda fountain 
and cold sweet units all have their special requirements and are con- 
structed accordingly, some having open refrigerated shelves for the 
display of made up ice-based goods and a chilled cupboard for storage. 
All types should be connected to the drainage system for the disposal 
of water when defrosting, and to the electricity supply. 

Back Bar Cooking 

In this recently introduced system, the cooking is rapidly carried out by 
grill, griddle plate and deep-fat fryer grouped together to simplify ventila- 
tion arrangements. Some units incorporate a large removable grease filter 
in a low level hood with duct and exhaust fan, but the extract system, 
which is of critical importance, must always be worked out to suit local 
conditions, 

The electric grill, of normal type, is placed at eye-level in most cases, 
the griddle plate for the direct cooking of eggs, bacon, hamburgers, etc., 
being at counter-level. Another interesting appliance is the so-called 
infra-red grill, which has two electrically heated plates hinged together 
at one end to allow the food to be inserted between them. When the 
upper plate is lowered, the food is ‘grilled’ on both sides simultaneously 
with great rapidity. 

The deep fryer is usually of the counter type in which a small quantity 
of oil is held at the correct temperature by thermostatically controlled 
high loading immersion heaters, whilst retaining a cool zone at the 
bottom of the oil container which allows sediment and burnt particles 
to be easily drawn off. 

Planning Requirements 

The fact that the food is prepared raw beforehand and cooked rapidly 
when required, involves the replacement of the conventional kitchen 
by a primary food preparation room between food stores and dining 
place, the making-up and portioning of the actual dishes being done 
on the front counter and back bar. Boiling plates or pans may be 
added for cooking vegetables, soups, etc., to supply hot closet units 
if these additions to the menu are required. Back bar, operators’ 
gangway, front counter and queueing space can be accommodated in 
a width of 12 ft. 6 ins., the length depending entirely on the circum- 
stances of each case. If required, this equipment and service could be 
arranged in a long ante-room to the dining room proper. An efficient 
wash-up is, of course, essential as well, but the overall economies in 
space, structure, services and staff make this system worthy of con- 
sideration in a wide variety of cases. 

Back bar cooking with its great potentialities, takes full advantage of 
the familiar characteristics of electric cooking ; cleanliness, uniformity 
of heat and automatic control, permitting exact timing, and — most 
important in this context — the absence of unwanted and wasted heat.

Liverpool’s Medical Officer of Health, 
Professor A. B. Semple, in his annual 
report, says that the main group of offenders 
against ciean air are small ships on the 
River Mersey and nationalised bodies such 
as hospitals and power stations.

Progress towards the 
city’s first smokeless zone is continuing, but 
it was dismal to find that despite the 
glorious summer last year smog measure- 
ments in Liverpool showed no significant 
improvement.

Liverpool Rent Increases 


Liverpool Corporation Housing Commit- 
tee has just completed a revision of its rents 
for Corporation houses, and has decided to 
recommend increases ranging from 6d. to 
3s. 8d. a week. Of the 65,000 Corporation 
houses in the city, 44,000 will be affected 
by the increases which, it is estimated, will 
bring in an additional £300,000 a year. 


New Appointment 


Mr. J. H. Shepherd, AMICE, MIMunE, 
engineer and surveyor to Billingham-on- 
Tees Urban Council (Co. Durham) for five 
years, has been appointed borough engineer 
of Chorley, Lancs., and takes up his new 
appointment in the middle of September. 


Co-ordinating Advice 

An exchange of views has recently taken 
place between the British Cast Iron Research 
Association and the National Industrial 
Fuel Efficiency Service to ensure that proper 
co-ordination exists in the technical advice 
both organisations offer to the ironfounding 
industry. In order to make this collabora- 
tion effective, a party of NIFES engineers 
recently visited the Research Associations’ 
laboratories at Alvechurch. Further confer- 
ences between the staff and the two organisa- 
tions will be held in the future.

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HOUSING IN ISLINGTON 
Negotiated Tenders 


IN December, 1955, Islington Borough 
Council decided to postpone two proposed 
housing schemes because of the high costs 
shown in the tenders received for the 121 
dwellings, which were to have been built 
in ten-storey concrete-framed blocks. 

With a view to reducing building costs, 
it was subsequently decided, in consultation 
with the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, to modify the standard form 
of specification for housing schemes to per- 
mit a simplified form of planning based 
upon the use of load-bearing brickwork 
up to six storeys in height, with the 
Standardisation of 60 per cent. of the 
dwellings and the repetition upwards of the 
remaining portions.’ Further economies 
were effected by the elimination or substitu- 
tion of certain internal fittings. 

A third scheme, for the erection of 75 
dwellings has now been put out to tender, 
and the result is published elsewhere in this 
issue. In accordance with the Council’s 
instructions, the Housing Committee has 
considered the comparative advantages of 
inviting fresh tenders for the two suspended 
schemes as opposed to negotiating prices 
with the successful tenderer for the third. 
and it was decided to ask the Council’s 
quantity surveyors to enter into negotiations 
with this firm, Herbert Richardson and 
Sons, Ltd., of Slade Green, Erith, Kent. 

At a special meeting of the Housing Com- 
mittee held before the council meeting on 
July 20, it was reported that the negotiations 
had been successfully concluded, and the 
Council has now accepted, subject to 
Ministry approval, loan sanction and all 
other consents, the firm’s offer, which shows 
a saving of £44,354 on the scheme for 8&2 
dwellings and of £38,380 on that for 42 
dwellings. It should be added that condi- 
tions at the sites vary considerably. 

The architects for the“ MBC’s housing 
schemes are Messrs. E. C. P. Monson, 
ARIBA, 120, Moorgate, EC2, and the 
quantity surveyors are Messrs. Oswald E. 
Parratt, FRICS, Adelaide House, London 
Bridge, EC4. 


SCHOOL BUILDING CUTS 


Minister Reduces Birmingham’s 
Programme 


BIRMINGHAM’S school building programme 
for next year—1957-58—has been reduced 


by the Minister of Education from 
£1,580,000 to £313,000. But the City will 
be permitted a reserve programme for the 
year of £405,000. Out of the year’s pro- 
gramme altogether come more than half the 
projects planned. Another quarter are put 
“in reserve.” Amongst those affected are 
three secondary technical schools. 

News of the Minister of Education’s 
decision has just been received in Birming- 
ham. It follows a recent conference in 
Birmingham between representatives of the 
local education authority and the Ministry, 
when Birmingham urged its case for a full 
programme. 

Cuts from the programme are £645,000 
worth of secondary school building projects 
planned to help house the school popula- 
tion “bulge” now moving into secondary 
schools, and schemes for primary schools 
estimated to cost £226,000. 
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THE HOUSING SUBSIDIES ACT 


New Incentive for Town Development Schemes 


ME. DUNCAN SANDYS, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has 
told local authorities in England and 
Wales that he hopes they will make every 
effort to reach, and if possible surpass, 
the target which they have set them- 
selves of clearing 375,000 unfit houses in 
the next five years. In a circular (No. 
33/56) explaining the financial provisions 
of the Housing Subsidies Act, 1956, he 
says that the Act ensures that the special 
rate of subsidy of £22 1s. a year for 
60 years is available whenever a family 
living in an unfit house is rehoused. Fol- 
lowing are the main parts of the circular: 
Principles of the Act.—The Act has three 
main purposes: (1) to place housing finance 
on a more equitable and realistic basis; (2) 
to facilitate and encourage the replacement 
of the slums; (3) to assist and foster town 
development and so alleviate conditions in 
the congested cities. 

Housing Finance—In the House of Com- 
mons on October 27, 1955, the Minister 
said: 

“There is no doubt that, in general, council 
house rents are today being subsidised to a 
greater extent than the financial circumstances 
of the individual tenants require. This shows 
that the amount of subsidy which the Exchequer 
is now paying out in respect of existing houses 
is unnecessarily large and provides a margin 
which could properly be used for financing 
some part of the future house-building 
programme. 

“For a number of years there will continue 
to be a large demand for more houses and in 
many areas the shortage is still serious. But 
most, if not all, of the authorities which have 
long waiting lists possess a big pool of existing 
houses upon which they are receiving large 
amounts of subsidy. These usually include 
many pre-war houses, built at much lower cost. 
Provided, therefore, that they subsidise only 
those tenants who require subsidising, and only 
to the extent of their need, local authorities 
should be well able to continue building the 
new houses they require with appreciably less 
Exchequer assistance than hitherto.” 

The Act accordingly provides, except as 
mentioned below, a subsidy of £10 per 
house per annumi as a transitional arrange- 
ment for a year or so. At the end of that 
time this subsidy will be abolished, and no 
subsidy will be payable thereafter on houses 
built for general needs. 

It is assumed that local authorities will 
use the subsidies they receive from the 
Exchequer as a pool applicable to all their 


houses. in doing so, they may think it 
desirable to introduce differential rent 
schemes. Information about such schemes 


has already been made available to authori- 
ties in Circular 29/56. 


Special Circumstances 


There may be some authorities who, be- 
cause of special circumstances, would not 
be able to provide houses needed in their 
districts without charging unreasonably high 
rents or carrying an unreasonably heavy 
rate burden. Provision has therefore been 
made in Section 5 of the Act under which 
the Minister may in certain circumstances 
‘increase any subsidy up to a maximum of 
£30 a house. 

Rate Fund Contributions.—Local authori- 
ties will no longer be under an obligation 


to make a contribution from the rates to the 
Housing Revenue Account for every house 
on which they receive an Exchequer subsidy. 
They may, however, make such payment at 
their discretion, under Section 8. It is for 
each authority to decide how much money 
should be contributed from the rates. The 
Minister hopes that the greater flexibility 
given by this provision will be an incentive 
to good management and economy. 


Slum Clearance 


A special rate of subsidy—£22 1s. a year 
—is provided for houses built to replace 
unfit houses. Local authorities have set 
themselves the task of clearing 375,00 
houses in the next five years. The Minister 
hopes that, now that they have been in- 
formed of the conditions of subsidy, local 
authorities will make every effort to reach 
the target which they have set themselves, 
and if possible, to surpass it. The pro- 
visions of Section 11, which define the cate- 
gories of houses which, on replacement, will 
attract the special rate of subsidy, are wider 
than the provisions in pre-war Housing Acts 
and are intended to ensure that the special 
rate of subsidy is available whenever an 
unfit house is demolished and replaced. 


Camps.—Some thousands of families are 
still living in old service camps. Huts in 
these camps are almost all unfit and ought 
to be removed as if they were slums. Fur- 
thermore, most of these camps are on land 
held on requisition. The power to hold 
such land does not at present extend be- 
yond December, 1958. Consequently, for 
legal as well as social and health reasons, 
it is important that families should be 
moved from these camps as quickly as 
possible. Houses built for families coming 
from these camps will attract a subsidy of 
£22 1s. This subsidy will be provided by 
virtue of Section 3 (3) (b), and the Minister 
hereby designates for the purposes of that 
section all camps administered by local 
authorities under paragraphs 6 and 7 of the 
Ministry of Health Circular 20/46. 


The Minister hopes that these arrange- 
ments will assist the provision of houses for 
those families who do not make alternative 
arrangements for themselves, and that local 
authorities will co-operate irrespective of 
the nationality of the families in the camps. 


Other Temporary Accommodation.—The 
special subsidy of £22 1s. will also be avail- 
able for houses built to replace two-year hut- 
ments provided under Ministry of Health 
Circular 134/44, and temporary houses 
which have been erected on open spaces 
with the authority of the Minister under 
Section 1 of the Housing (Temporary 
Accommodation) Act, 1945. He hereby 
designates both these categories of accom- 
modation as _ unsatisfactory temporary 
accommodation for the purposes of Section 
3 (3) (b) of the Act. 

Houses built to replace temporary houses 
other than those designated above will not 
attract the special rate of subsidy. The 
Minister is, however, prepared to consider 
proposals from local authoritics to replace 
any other temporary accommodation which 
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they control and which they consider to be 
unsatisfactory. 

In many large cities slums can only be 
removed, and congestion and over-crowding 
reduced, if new homes for many of the 
people living there are provided by town 
development schemes in other areas. A 
special subsidy of £24 per house is payable 
to encourage the building of houses in this 
way. This subsidy of £24 will normally be 
payable by reason of Section 3 (3) (c), for 
dwellings provided by the local authority of 
a receiving area, i.e. the council in whose 
area the development is carried out. In 
certain cases, the £24 will be supplemented 
by an additional payment of £8 a year for 
10 years. 

The Minister hopes that the authorities of 
towns which are suitably placed to assist the 
rehousing of families from congested areas 
will, now that this special rate of subsidy is 
available to them, be prepared to make pro- 
vision for such schemes and to carry them 
out as quickly as possible. 

A subsidy of £24 is also payable by virtue 
of Section 3 (3) (e) where houses are pro- 
vided by the council of a congested or over- 
populated town as part of a scheme of 
comprehensive development, the general 
character of which is comparable to that 
of-a New Town. Schemes of this kind are 
not, however, eligible for the supplementary 
payment of £8 referred to above. 


Subsidies for Flats—Under earlier Acts, 
a special subsidy has only been available for 
flats built on expensive sites.. This qualifica- 
tion has now been removed by making pro- 
vision for payment of a separate subsidy to 
take account of the high cost of land. Cer- 
tain other alterations have also been made 
in the scales of subsidy for flats. Flats in 
blocks of three storeys will no Jonger be 
eligible for the flats subsidy. This subsidy 
will only be payable for flats (including 
maisonettes) in blocks of four or more 
storeys; but as the cost of providing the flats 
increases as the height of the block increases, 
the amount of subsidy is increased for flats 
in higher blocks. 


Expensive Sites—A subsidy towards the 
cost of purchasing and developing expensive 
sites is provided by Section 6 of the Act. 
This subsidy is payable separately from the 
subsidy for dwellings and in this respect 
differs from earlier subsidies for expensive 
sites. The point at which the subsidy begins 
to be payable has been raised from £1,500 an 
acre to £4,000 an acre. 


Miscellaneous Provisions 


Additional subsidies which are already 
payable for houses built in areas liable to 
mining subsidence, for houses built with 
special materials to preserve the character 
of the surroundings, and for houses provided 
for members of the agricultural population 
on isolated sites, will continue to be payabie 
under the Act. The Act also continues the 
present special subsidy for dwellings for 
members of the agricultural population 
provided by private persons, but reduces the 
amount to £10 a year for 40 years. 

Housing Associations—Dwellings pro- 
vided by a housing association under 
authorised arrangements made with a local 
authority on or after November 3, 1955, are 
eligiblé for subsidy under the Act on the 
same terms and conditions as dwellings 
provided by a local authority.

It will be necessary for the Minister to 
calculate the average rent of 3-bedroom 
dwellings owned by local authorities of each 
class for the purpose of the rent test out- 
lined in an appendix to the circular. To 
enable the calculation to be made, local 
authorities are asked to submit not later 
than August 31, a return showing: 


(1) the number of three-bedroom permanent 
dwellings included in the housing revenue 
account on March 31, 1956; 


(2) the amount of weekly net rent income 
{i.e., excluding rates, water rate and special 
charges for services) due in respect of those 
dwellings on the last rent collection day before 
the end of the financial year, and 


(3) the average weekly net rent calculated by 
dividing the amount given at (2) by the number 
given at (1). 


Housing Programme.—As a result of the 
abolition of housing allocations in October 
1955, local authorities are free to decide for 
themselves how many houses they intend to 
build. They will no doubt be planning their 
housing programmes for at least 12 months 
ahead and it would assist the Minister to 
forecast the local demands on the national 
economy if authorities would keep him 
informed of their proposals. Accordingly 
councils are asked to make a return not 
jater than August 31, 1956, showing the 
number of houses for which they have 
sought or intend to seek tenders during the 
12 months ending March 31, 1957. The 
information should distinguish the purposes 
for which the council intend to use the 
houses, e.g. for general needs, slum clearance, 
overspill, etc. 


BUILDING SOCIETY RATES 


Higher Interest Recommended 


THE Building Societies Association, in a 
statement issued on July 23, say that build- 
ing societies have recently found it difficult 
to maintain their funds at the level which 
would enable them to meet a reasonable 
proportion of the continuing heavy demand 
for advances for house purchase, which is 
greater than they have previously experi- 
enced. Societies are confronted both with 
a hardening of the general level of interest 
rates and with increased competition for 
the funds of the saving and investing public. 


In order to retain existing funds and to 
encourage additional private saving the 
council of the Building Societies Associa- 
tion has therefore recommended to its mem- 
bers that the rate on fully-paid shares 
should be raised from 3 to 34 per cent. and 
the rate on deposits from 24 to 3 per cent. 


It is expected, the statement continues, 
that these increases will apply to virtually 
the whole of the capital of the societies, and 
that in consequence it may well be impos- 
sible for them to avoid making an increase 
in the rates charged to borrowers. The 
council has recommended that the minimum 
tate on new advances should be raised 
forthwith from 54 to 6 per cent. As re- 
gards present borrowers, each society will 
decide whether, and if so when, any increase 
will be applied to them. Societies will also 
consider whether circumstances will permit 
them to give present borrowers the choice 
between an extension of the period and an 
increase in the monthly payment. 


SCOTTISH TPI ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE 
New Planning in Old Surroundings 


[HE following are extracts from a paper 

delivered at the annual conference of 
the Town Planning Institute (Scottish 
Branch), at Bridge of Allan on May 25, by 
Mr. F. R. STEVENSON, ARIBA, MTPI, 
deputy chief architect and regional planning 
officer to the Department of Health for 
Scotland. 


Mr. Stevenson said that in general he 
took the word amenity in this context to 
cover the visual characteristics of a scene, 
including buildings and landscape, as dis- 
tinct from those characteristics which ap- 
pealed to the other senses, which he would 
distinguish by the word convenience. The 
life-long strivings of Scotland’s pioneer, 
Geddes, to spread a greater sense of the im- 
portance of a beautiful environment were 
brought to notice during his centenary cele- 
brations a year ago. Geddes pleaded for 
the ‘‘ synoptic” view—seeing a city or a 
region in its wholeness—and through this 
process bringing the ingredients of the city 
or region into such harmony with one 
another that a beautiful and fit environment 
resulted. 

‘“* Since then planning has tried to take this 
kind of view, but in becoming a wide subject 
full of conflicts of interest, amenity has often 
had to be sacrificed to the ever-increasing 
demands from the public for more conveni- 
ence, including the convenience of freedom 
from controls. Again, financial stringency 
has had an effect today which was not fore- 
seen in Geddes’s day. 

“It is nevertheless incumbent upon plan- 
ners as an organised profession to consider 
the balance of convenience and amenity re- 
presented in their decisions or advice. Is 
this balance properly adjusted? Could the 
visual scene now being created in town and 
countryside be improved in appearance with- 
out inconvenience or extravagance?” Mr. 
Stevenson reminded the conference that by 
inviting the National Trust for Scotland, the 
Saltire Society, and other similar bodies, they 
had acted in accordance with the principles 
of Geddes which were always against nar- 
row professional specialisation. 


A Twofold Problem 


Nevertheless, the problem of amenity in 
town planning was twofold; not only was 
there the problem of preserving the older 
milieu, in which task the National Trust had 
taken such a leading part in many Scottish 
towns, there was also the other aspect, the 
creation of a new milieu worthy to be placed 
side by side with that of the past. 

The problem of creating a worthy new 
milieu for today depended mainly on ade- 
quate collaboration ‘between planners and 
architects. Possibly there was too much 


fear on both sides of the new work of genius . 


—the simple architectural solution in stark 
contemporary terms which by its very purity 
of design harmonised better with the beauti- 
ful buildings of the past than any attempt 
at imitation. But it followed that the new 
milieu, where it touched the old, called for 
the most sympathetic treatment possible. 
The same two aspects of the amenity prob- 
lem existed in rural areas: preservation of 
what is there and control of new additions 
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so that they were, if possible, an enhance- 
ment of the scene. 

What was needed both in town and 
countryside was an amenity policy. Each 
local authority should have such a policy 
and it was suggested that there should be 
three ingredients: good architectural con- 
trol based on an understanding with archi- 
tects; a landscape plan, covering not only 
the work of the parks department but also 
such major new operations as the planting of 
new trees whether mature trees or saplings, 
the design of all paved surfaces and the pro- 
vision of street furniture, such as lamp-posts; 
and an understanding with the world of com- 
merce about the amount of ostentation, in- 
cluding advertisements, which should be 
permitted in each area. 


FATALITY ON A 
BUILDING SITE 
Claim for Damages : Boys were 
Trespassers 


Fr've small boys who played in a pit 

below a hoist on a building site at 
Woodberry Down LCC estate on a Sunday 
in September last year when ten-year-old 
Christopher George Brand was killed were 
trespassers, Judge Macmillan held at Shore- 
ditch County Court on July 9. 

In a reserved judgment, he dismissed the 
claim of Christopher’s father, Edwin Arthur 
Brand, of 270, Highbury New Park, High- 
bury, against Messrs. J. W. Hill & Son, Ltd., 
builders and contractors, of Heather Park- 
drive, North Circular-road, Wembley. Mr. 
Brand, who formerly lived at 23, Mendip 
House, Woodberry Down, Stoke Newington, 
with his family, claimed damages, agreed at 
£400 subject to liability, in respect of the 
death of his son. 

JUDGE MACMILLAN said that the boys got 
through a hole in the fence on the far side 
from the watchman’s hut. With Christopher 
were Leslie Wilson, aged 11, and John Philip 
Gibbs, aged 12, and some other boys. These 
three boys, at least, kept out of sight because 
they knew they had no right to be there and 
that if their presence were known they would 
be thrown out. 

Still keeping out of sight, the boys began 
to play in a pit below a hoist which was 
above ground level. While doing so a sup- 
port of the hoist got knocked out of position 
and it fell on Christopher. The boys’ play 
was, in his opinion, the likeliest cause of 
the hoist falling. 

The watchman came up after the accident 
and that was the first he knew of the 
presence of children on the building site. It 
was plain that any such hoist would be more 
safe at ground level than at a height. But 
in his view, the boys were trespassers. 
Children did succeed on occasions in getting 
on to the site, but only clandestinely and not 
frequently. 

It was difficult to see how the defendants 
could have shown their objection to tres- 
passers more clearly than they did. The 
fence surrounding the site was sound, and 
costly. They had shown no indulgence 
towards children nor had they resigned them- 
selves even to the presence of children there. 
On these findings the claim failed. There 
was no breach of duty by the defendants. 
The unfortunate accident evoked one’s sym- 
pathy but that could not affect the legal 
result. The defendants did not ask for costs. 
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TOWN PLANNING 
DECISIONS 
Proposal to Build Bungalow on Line 


of Possible Road Diversion: Minister 
Allows Appeal : 


AN appeal by Mr. C. Brent-Smith against > 


the refusal of Winslow RDC, acting 
on behalf of Buckinghamshire CC, to permit 
the erection of a bungalow and garage on 
land at Thornborough-road, Nash, was the 
subject of a public inquiry at Winslow 
before Mr. J. H. Markham, FRIBA, an 
Inspector appointed by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government. 

Permission had been refused by the Coun- 
cil on the ground that the development con- 
flicted with the proposed diversion of the 
classified road B4033 to the west of Nash 
village and, if permitted on the site indicated 
on the deposited plan, would prevent the 
ultimate construction of the proposed road 
diversion. 

Evidence for the appellant was given by 
Mr. H. J. Richards, an Associate member 
of the Royal Institute of British Architects 
and of the Royal Institute of Architects in 
Scotland. He said that the site was ideal 
for the type of dwelling that the appellant 
required. When he, witness, submitted the 
plans for the outline application he was 
informed that the Council did not object 
either to the proposed scheme or to the sug- 
gested layout of the bungalow itself, which 
satisfied local planning requirements, but 
that the highway authority required the 
bungalow to be re-sited in a small corner 
of the land in order that the authority might 
be able to build a roadway through the 
eastern end of the site, should such a scheme 
be carried out. He understood at the time 
that there was no definite scheme in exist- 
ence to build such a roadway; that it had 
been under discussion for a very long time, 
but that no firm plans had ever been pre- 
pared. 

In his opinion, the appellant’s dwelling 
could only be sited in the manner he had 
proposed and if a roadway were constructed 
in the position shown on the drawing sent 
to him the appeal site would be rendered 
useless for his client’s particular needs. On 
making further inquiries he was satisfied 
that the projected highway was a purely 
nebulous scheme and was very unlikely to 
come about for many years, if at all. In 
his opinion, the benefits desired could easily 
be obtained by improving and widening the 
existing roadways. The cost of such a road- 
way would be substantial and he believed 
that the high cost of reimbursing the various 
landowners, plus the cost of construction, 
would compel the highway authority to 
abandon the proposed scheme. In view of 
all those circumstances he did not think it 
in the public interest that the appellant’s 
application for permission to build his 
bungalow should be veer or held in 
abeyance any longer. 

On behalf of the Council, it ome submitted 
that the withholding of planning permission 
in such cases as this was an entirely proper 
and legitimate use of planning powers. The 
County Council had refused planning per- 
mission to develop other sites in the county 
on the grounds that such sites were affected 
by approved road diversion proposals and, 
on appeal, the Minister had supported the 
Council’s views. It would be undesirable 


to permit the appellant to erect his bungalow 
on the line of a known road diversion and 
thus create a condition where the County 
Council would at some future date have to 
acquire an established residence and 
demolish it, at great expense to the rate- 
payers and, very probably, at great incen- 
venience to the occupier as well. On the 
contrary, it was suggested that it was in the 
public interest to prevent development on 
the line of a new road proposal, thereby 
avoiding the expense of future acquisition 
and demolition and the economic waste of 
erecting a house in the full knowledge that 
it would sooner or later have to be 
demolished. It was, furthermore, considered 
to be very much in the public interest that 
when the necessary resources were available 
highway authorities should be in a position 
to carry out the road improvements without 
any avoidable delay, and this they could 
not to do if they allowed the lines of future 
road diversions to be built over. 

The Minister has allowed the appeal and 
states, in the course of his decision, that he 
is not satisfied that the prospects of con- 
structing a new road on the line indicated 
by the Council are such as to warrant the 
refusal of permission for the erection of one 
house. He has, therefore, decided to grant 
permission for the erection on the eastern 
part of the site, of a bungalow and garage, 
subject to the conditions that the design and 
external appearance of the buildings and the 
means of access thereto shall be as may be 
agreed with the Council or, in default of 
agreement, as shall be determined by the 
Minister. 


House of Experimental Design 
Permitted by Minister 


-~ COUNCIL’S refusal to permit the erec- 

tion of a dwelling-house at Devereux- 
drive, Watford, because its design and exter- 
nal appearance were unsatisfactory and 
detrimental to the amenities of the area in 
the vicinity of the site has not been sup- 
ported by the Minister on appeal. 

Watford Borough Council stated that after 
taking into account the comments of the 
Hertford Chapter of Arehitects who, in their 
view, had condemned the proposal with faint 
praise, and the opinion of the Divisional 
Planning Officer, who considered that the 
fenestration and form of the building would 
be unsatisfactory, they had concluded that 
the house would be detrimental to the ameni- 
ties of the area. They were particularly 
concerned about the fenestration, which was 
a dominant feature of the elevations. The 
proposed house was an experiment which 
might fail and would, in that event, have an 
unfortunate effect on the neighbourhood 
during its lifetime of 60 years or more. A 
house was too permanent a thing with which 
to try such experiments. 

There is clearly scope, states the Minister 
in the course of his decision, for widely 
differing views on the merits of this design, 
and the external appearance is, in the 
Ministry’s view, likely to be somewhat start- 
ling at first sight on account of the unfamili- 
arity of the idiom and, in partennr, the 
irregular fenestration. 

The Minister notes, however, that the site 
is at the end of a drive on an estate con- 
sisting of houses of various shapes and styles 
and he considers that in this situation the 
proposed house ought not to give lasting 
offence to the occupiers of neighbouring 
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properties. He is always anxious that the 
developer should be allowed to build the 
house of his choice unless there are serious 
objections, and he has come to the conclusion 
that in the present case he would not be justi- 
fied in withholding consent. 


Scheme for Construction of 170 
Houses at Bolton-le-Sands Rejected 


A PROPOSAL by Mr. Anthony White- 
head, a Morecambe builder, to erect 
about 170 houses on a site of between 16 and 
17 acres in the picturesque village of Bolton- 
le-Sands, near Lancaster, has been rejected 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government following a public inquiry. 
The Minister, in giving his decision, ob- 
serves that the tree-clad slopes of the site 
and its surroundings are amongst the most 
attractive features of the locality, and he 
considers that these should be preserved. 
There is, he notes, ample alternative land 
for housing, and in the circumstances he 
has decided to dismiss the appeal. 


Permission for Development 
Withheld Pending Provision of Main 
Drainage 

CONDITION that “no development 

of the land shall take place until main 
drainage facilities are available to the houses 
to be erected thereon,” imposed by the 
Hemel Hempstead RDC upon a planning 
permission for the erection of eight houses 
at Grange Farm, Green-lane, Bovingdon, 
was the subject of a recent appeal to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government. 


The Minister, having considered the facts 
of the case and the representations of the 
parties, considers that although drainage to 
suitably constructed cesspools would comply 
with the Council’s by-laws, it would be 
likely to be unsatisfactory in practice in this 
area owing to the difficulty and expense of 
securing the emptying and disposal of the 
contents. He therefore agrees with the 
Council’s policy of severely restricting 
further building in Bovingdon until main 
drainage is obtainable. 


He considers, however, that the form of 
the Council’s decision is inconsistent with 
the permission granted. He has accordingly 
decided to use the powers conferred upon 
him by Section 16(2) of the Act to deal with 
the application as if it had been made to him 
in the first instance, and “hereby refuses 
permission for the development proposed 
because it would aggravate the drainage 
difficulties of the area.” 





Fir Plywood, London Office

A WD Claim 


Q.—A client -employed a builder to pre- 
pare and negotiate with the War Damage 
Commission for repairs to be executed to 
property. The amount was negotiated with 
the Commission and signed. This done, the 
clients wrote to the Commission, and asked 
if he could select his own builder, which the 
Commission could not refuse, provided 
there was no variation in the specification 
and cost. 


The client then obtained an estimate from 
another builder for less than the original 
builder had quoted and work was completed 
by the new builder, the client pocketing the 
difference. 


What claim, if any, has the original 
builder against the client? The work done 
by him included measuring-up, preparing 
specifications, and negotiating the cost.

A.—A legal correspondent writes: In 
this case the answer must depend on pre- 
cisely what was agreed between the builder 
and the client, but certain general principles 
can be mentioned. Normally, of course, a 
builder is not entitled to a fee for preparing 
a specification required for a tender, although 
there is nothing to prevent the builder and 
the client agreeing that a fee should be pay- 
able. In these two cases, however, the speci- 
fications would appear to have been pre- 
pared for the purpose of conducting negotia- 
tions on behalf of the client. In these 
circumstances, I think the builder is entitled 
to a fee for the preparation of the specifica- 
tion and for the conduct of negotiations. 


I do not know if there was an agreement 
that the builder should carry out the work at 
the price negotiated by him with the War 
Damage Commission or the insurance 
company. If there was such an agreement 
in either case, the client committed a breach 
of contract in getting work done by another 
contractor and is liable in damages to your 
correspondent. The measure of damages 
would be the loss of anticipated profit.

War Damage House Payment 
and Reclaiming Plant 


Q.—We did work on a house that had 
suffered War Damage. After completing 
£785 worth of work the Commission paid 
£640 on account, but the owner was not at 
that time able to pay his share. The job 
was then stopped and plant and equipment 
was stored and locked up on the job. The 
owner sold the house and our plant with 
it, and has since died. The money has not 
been paid. Is it correct that who ever buys 
the property buys the liabilities too? We 
have not been able to reclaim the plant.

A.—The purchaser has no claim to the 
plant and equipment, which remains the 
property of the contractor. So far as the 
unfinished work is concerned, the original 
contract was made with the previous owner. 
When he sold the house he could not have 
assigned his obligations under the contract 
to the purchaser without the consent of 
the contractor. I assume that was not done 
and, in these circumstances, the contractor’s 
only remedy appears to be to sue the 
executors for (a) the amount unpaid in 


respect of works already done and (b) for 
damages for loss of profit in respect of the 
work not done. A. E. T. 


|  Repainting the Exterior of a 
peas House 


Q.—I wish to repaint the exterior brick- 
work of my house. At the moment the 
Fletton bricks are coated with whitewash, 
but I would prefer some plastic-based paint 
which would provide a waterproof surface.

A.—tThe first requirement is that the 
existing brickwork should be thoroughly 
cleaned down. All traces of the lime wash 
and grease on the surface should be 
removed by means of a wire brush and 
washing down with water and sugar soap, 
followed by a thorough rinse with clean 
water. 

As a preference is expressed for a plastic- 
based paint there are excellent products 
which will do the job well on the market. 

If it is preferred to use an ordinary oil 
paint, the preparation of the brickwork is 
the same, but the first, or priming coat, 
should consist of three to four parts boiled 
oil to one of turps substitute to one of paint. 
For further coats reduce the proportion of 
oil to about two parts. A good paint of this 
nature, bound with boiled oil, should pro- 
vide a good, lasting, waterproof surface.

Brick Dust and Land Drains 


Q.—I have observed whilst in the process 
of clearing my land drains that the earth 
below the top soil and down to the drains 
has, been mixed with brick dust. Can’ you 
teli me the reason for this? E..€.S. 


A.—The reason for finding brick dust 
mixed with the earth around subsoil drains 
is that it is the usual practice to cover such 
drains with about 12 inches to 18 inches of 
some open and loose material to enable 
the surface-water to percolate through, to 
be carried away in the open-jointed pipes. 

Hard broken brick or stone is angular 
and leaves plenty of voids for the water to 
drain through and takes many years to clog 
up, whereas rounded and irregular gravel 
stones are likely to consolidate. 
brick or stone must be hard and durable 
or it will soon crumble and be reduced to 
dust. This has evidently happened in the 
case in question. R. M. E. 


Ground Rents and Income, Tax 


Q.—As a builder I have created a num- 
ber of ground rents. In 1952 I sold my 
business to a limited company retaining the 
rents mentioned. I wish to sell now to 
realise the money. 

Should I sell, would the sale attract in- 
come tax? ke Bs 


A.—A_ Legal Correspondent writes: I 
assume that what your inquirer in fact did 
when he created these ground rents was to 
grant long leases of, say, 99 years, he him- 
self retaining the freeholds. If he now sells 
his freehold interest (thus in effect selling 
the future rents arising out of that interest) 
he will not, in my opinion, be liable to tax. 
The proceeds of the sale of an interest in 
Jand are not normally subject:to income tax, 
although they may be in special circum- 
stances, e.g., where the sale is im effect a 
trading transaction by a firm of active 
housebuilders. As the inquirer is no longer

Failure of Cold Water Tanks 


Q.—Having seen your answer to an 
inquiry on this subject in The Builder 
of May 18, I would be greatly obliged if 
you could assist me in the following matter. 
I am a small builder engaged in constructing 
private houses and have had a great deal 
of trouble lately with the failure of galvani- 
sed water storage tanks. 

As is normal practice, all my plumbling is 
in copper tubing with the exception of the 
Cold Water Storage cistern, which I have 
always purchased from a very reputable 
maker, and which is made to BSS No. 417 
C.9 Grade B. The effect is that small holes 
are being eaten through the bottom and sides 
of the tanks below water level. 


I have taken this matter up with the local 
water company and the manfacturers of the 
tanks and in each case I have received their 
assurance that nothing detrimental is in- 
corporated in either of their products. The 
only reason being put forward for the defects 
is that the combination of copper tubing 
and galvanised cistern is setting up a harmful 
action. 

Quite honestly, I cannot accept this reason, 
as my methods are exactly the same as those 
being carried out by countless other builders 
throughout the country, and as stated in 
your reply referred to above, “ this has been 
the standard practice for the past 30 years.” 
The tanks in question have been failing 
from 6 to 12 months after being taken over 
by the owner. 

One last point. All the main service is 
in copper apart from the short length of lead 
pipe installed from the main by the water 
company. As this matter is now causing me 
great inconvenience and expense, I would 
be grateful for any advice or assistance you 
can give me. +a ot 


A.—The failure of galvanised cold-water 
storage tanks, when supplied with water 
through copper tubes, has been of interest 
for some years. 

The plumbing industry has accepted the 
fact that hot water storage tanks, connected 
to copper tubes, should be of copper. The 
failure of the galvanised HWS tanks was 
thought to be due to particles of copper in 
some form passing from the circulating pipes 
and being deposited in the tanks. 

Similar failures of galvanised CWS tanks 
occurred in a northern factory some years 
ago. In this instance the water works chemist 
attributed the failure of successive sets of 
tanks to: 

(a) The copper main supplying the, tanks 

being fixed over heat producing 
machines. 


The water in main was not in motior 

for some hours on numerous occa- 

sions. 

(c) There was.an increase of temperature 
in the main within the factory. 

It would appear that copper and zinc 
should be kept apart in the case of CWS 
tanks, this is best done with two coats of 
bitumastic paint, applied after the applica- 
tion of a mordant solution to roughen the 
surface of the zinc. 

However, copper tubes have been used to 
supply untreated galvanised iron tanks with- 
out detriment, but the water in such cases 
has usuelly been found to have a high pH 
value. lee Ag &

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Rising Plastic Tiles 


THE LETTER of Mr. J. Hurst (The Builder, 
June 29, page 830) is very interesting, 
especially in view of “H. O. D.’s” reply 
to the original question in your issue of 
May 18. The most effective means, of 
course, of preventing the disruption of tile 
flooring by rising moisture pressure is, as 
suggested, a mastic asphalt underlay. 


Mastic asphalt underlays serve the dual 
function of impervious membranes and 
screeds to level up worn floors or irregu- 
larities in a concrete sub-base. 


Mastic asphalt of +in. minimum thickness 
has been used for this purpose for more 
than thirty years, and many thousands of 
square yards have been laid with complete 
success.

I HAVE noted with interest the correspon- 
dence on plastic tiles to which “H. O. D.” 
and Mr. J. Hurst have contributed. 


This company has, of course, considerable 
experience in fixing thermoplastic tiles. I 
was glad to note that “H. O. D.” was 
satisfied that thermoplastic tile could be 
laid direct to concrete provided there was 
no excessive dampness. This is so, but 
rather for the reason that the thermoplastic 
tile, in conjunction with the approved bitu- 
men adhesive compound, forms a moisture- 
proof barrier. Some hundreds of thou- 
sands of floors have been laid with thermo- 
plasiic tiles direct to concrete floors on the 
solid. Only when water under pressure, or 
excessive dampness is feared, is a membrane 
waterproofing course necessary, 


The same is true of certain tiles which 
come under the general heading of PVC 
tiles, though I could not say whether it is 
true of all. Individual manufacturers will 
have their own recommendations on this 
point. Tiles made with suitably plasticised 
PVC and with a reinforcement of asbestos 
fibre are quite satisfactory laid direct to 
concrete ground floors on the solid, pro- 
vided attention is paid in manufacture to 
securing dimensional stability. Any great 
movement of the tile will naturally disrupt 
the waterproof adhesive layer and initiate 
trouble.

1951 CENSUS 


Report on Usual Residence and 
Workplace 


TT!HE analysis by the General Register 

Office of the 1951 Census figures on 
usual residence and workplace was pub- 
lished on July 10 under the title “ Census 
1951, England and Wales, Report on Usual 
Residence and Workplace,” HM Stationery 
Office, £3 5s. ‘This report is based on an 
analysis from all the census schedules, and 
covers topics not dealt with by the Census 
1951, Great Britain, One per cent. Sample 
Tables. 


Usual Residence 


The census question about usual residence 
was repeated in 1951 in similar terms to those 
used in the 1931 Census, when it was first 
asked. Just. over 1,000,000 people in 
England and Wales stated that their usual 
residence was outside the borough or the 
urban or rural district in which they were 
enumerated: this was 2.3 per cent. of the 
total enumerated population of. 43,750,000 
and compares with 2.1 per cent. in 1931. 

Visitors from outside England and Wales 
numbered 107,000, of whom 24,000 were 
enumerated in the County of London. Some 
28,000 came from Scotland, whereas the 
1951 Census of Scotland recorded 23,000 
visitors from England and Wales. There 
were also 7,000 from the United States, 
6,000 from Australia, 6,000 from Germany. 

The tables also show the extent to which 
persons enumerated and persons resident 
differed in various local authority areas. 
Thus, even as early in the year as April 
(when the census was taken), the resident 
population of Bournemouth was over 4 per 
cent. less than thé enumerated population, 
while those enumerated in Oxford (the 
university being on vacation) were 8 per 
cent. less than the resident population 
(which includes the undergraduates). These 
instances, however, are two of the largest 
differences. For, while holiday resorts or 
towns with large institutions or ports with 
visiting seamen had some visitors and school 
and college towns and defence stations had 
residents temporarily absent, the differences 
between the number enumerated and those 
resident were relatively very small in the 
great majority of areas. 
of choosing a time when differences are very 
small is, of course, one of the considerations 
taken into account in fixing the Census date. 


Workplace 


The 1951 census question about the situa- 
tion of the place of work of the people 
who are gainfully occupied was similar to 
that asked at the 1921 Census, the only other 
census in this country for which such infor- 
mation has been published. In the tables 
for 1951, however, the information has been 
related to the area of usual residence, and 
not to the area of enumeration as in 1921. 

The tables show, for every borough, and 
every urban and rural district, how many 
persons resident in an area had a workplace 
in some other area, and vice versa. This 
enables a comparison to be made between 
the daytime and night time populations of 
each area, and shows how in general the 
industry of most towns depends upon 
workers Who live in the surrounding areas. 
Partly the workers have tended to move 
farther from their offices or factories and 


The desirability 
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partly the towns cannot find homes to 
balance the growing number of jobs avail- 
able. 

In London, the City and six central 
boroughs had a daytime population of 
1,500,000, against a resident population of 
500,000, or three times as much, ‘whereas 
in 1921 the resident population was nearly 
750,000, but the daytime ‘population only 
slightly greater than in 1951, that is, only 
doubled compared with the resident popula- 
tion. The City itself had a daytime total 
of 340,000 against a resident total of only 
5,000. 

In Manchester, at the centre of the South 
East Lancashire conurbation, the daytime 
numbers exceeded the night or resident popu- 
lation by 74,000, 22 per cent. of the occupied 
population enumerated within it. 

. Other areas outside the conurbations with 
big differences were Derby, with 33,000 
daytime excess, Oxford, nearly 15,000 and 
Doncaster, nearly 10,000. 

The report also points to some of the 
areas which are important dormitories for 
the towns which import labour during the 
day, and gives an impression of the wide 
range of journeys undertaken. It should 
thus be of interest both to housing and to 
transport authorities. 


BRITISH COAL UTILISATION 
RESEARCH ASSOCIATION 


Annual Report, 1955 


[HE annual report of the British Coal 
’ Utilisation Research Association for 
1955, just published, contains much _infor- 
mation concerning the whole of the Associa- 
tion’s activities for the year ended 3ist 
December, 1955. The early part is devoted 
to a general summary of the work of the 
BCURA, and its collaboration with its 
member firms and outside organisations, 
while the main body of the report gives a 
detailed review of the research programmes 
carried out and of the information made 
available to members and others through 
the publications of the Association. A finan- 
cial statement is appended. 

The main investigations on boiler firing 
have continued to be centred on the need to 
burn a wider range of coals efficiently in 
industrial plant and, in this connection, 
the development of a modified chain grate 
has yielded encouraging results. 

Work on combustion in cyclone systems 
has been continued, as has the programme 
on deposits and corrosion in boilers under- 
taken with the Boiler Availability Com- 
mittee. During the year, also, increased 
support from industry and plant manu- 
facturers has been forthcoming for an 
extended investigation into gas producer 
practice. 

On the domestic side emphasis has been 
laid upon the improvement of domestic 
heating, particularly in relation to the reduc- 
tion of air pollution; the development of the 
small-pipe forced-circulation central heating 
system devised by BCURA, was carried from 
the experimental stage to that of field testing. 
Research into heat balances in rooms con- 
tinued, and the electrostatic precipitator for 
smoke measurement for domestic appliances 
was further applied.

Since there is no longer a demand 
for BS 331. however. the standard has been 
withdrawn: but it was considered desirable 
to revise BS 332 in the light of experience 
obtained by its use. 

The present edition, price 3s. applies to 
driers of the type employed by the paint 
users and not to the concentrated driers 
normally purchased by the paint manufac- 
turer on a composition basis; it is based on 
a test of performance requirements relating 
to the use of the material in conjunction

THE present revision of this British Stan- 
dard, price 3s., has been published after a 
review of the working of the standard and 
of developments that have taken place since 
the last revision. in 1945. For the con- 
venience of the user and to give greater 
clarity the specification has been divided into 
four sections: general requirements; require- 


ments for low level cisterns; for high level ’ 


cisterns; and for flush-pipes. 

A minimum inside width is now given for 
the cistern shell, and external dimensions 
are now controlled only by the minimum 
thickness of the material. 

The standard recognises the tendency, 
particularly in low level suites, to place the 
ballvalves above the level of the warning 
pipe, whilst still allowing for the reversible 
type of cistern. A further help to manu- 
facturers is given by allowing them to choose 


the diameter of the inlet and warning pipe 
holes to suit their purpose, provided that the 
hole takes a half-inch ballvalve and three- 
quarter-inch warning pipe. 

Provision has been made for the first time 
for bottom entry cisterns. Simple methods 
of test for capacity of discharge and time of 
discharge of the flush are given in 
appendices.

BUILDING APPRENTICESHIP 
AND TRAINING COUNCIL 
Cessation of Functions 


HE Building Apprenticeship and Train- 
ing Council, which since 1943 has 
advised the Minister of Works on all matters 
concerning the recruitment, education and 
training of young persons for craftsmanship 
and management in the building industry, 
has had its final meeting and its functions 
have been taken over by the National Joint 
Apprenticeship Board. 

At a luncheon in London on July 16, 
given to mark the presentation of the final 
report of the Council, the Minister of 
Works; Mr. P. BUCHAN-HEPBURN, MP, said: 

“It seems strange to think that vital as is 
the importance of the building industry to 
thé life of our country that only such a 
comparatively short time ago, when the 
council was first set up in 1943, the condi- 
tion of building apprenticeship and train- 
ing, recruitment and education was to such 
a large extent unsatisfactory, unsystematic 
and haphazard. The degree to which 
gratitude must be felt for the Council’s 
achievements can be measured by the 


thought of what a very different picture the: 


building industry would present today if the 
Council had never existed. 

“While many and varied problems still 
remain to be tackled the torch can now be 
handed with confidence to the National 
Joint Apprenticeship Board of the industry 
itself, the BATC having well and truly laid 
the foundations.” : j 

The Minister paid a tribute to the work of 
Sir Malcolm Trustram Eve and Sir George 
Gater as former independent chairmen of 
the BATC, as well as to Sir Frederick 
Leggatt, the present chairman. 

The BATC has issued four general 
reports and two special reports since it was 
appointed in 1943. It maintained a register 
of apprentices and awarded prizes and 
scholarships to apprentices. It was respon- 
sible for the apprentice master scheme and 


secured the recognition for apprenticeship 


purposes of the training given at certain 
Home Office approved schools.

Birds and Big Ben 


DURING the present renovation of the 
Houses of Parliament, the Ministry of 
Works has found that pigeons and starlings 
are endangering the structure of Big Ben. 
Their experts have decided, therefore, to 
install grilles, meshed one inch square, to 
keep out the birds, and in bronze to with- 
stand the rigours of the London climate. 
So serious is the potential damage that the 
Ministry has awarded a contract worth 
£2,000 to Henry Hope and Sons, who are 
to make and install the grilles. The firm 
provided windows for the Houses of 
Parliament when they were built in the 
1840’s. The grilles will not affect the 
appearance as seen from the street. 


New Showrooms 


During August, the Catering Equipment 
Showrooms of Rowe Bros. and Co., Ltd., 
St. Georges-road, Bristol, will be transferred 
to 39-45, Victoria-street, Bristol. Comple- 
tion of war damage repairs has released 
what were pre-war showrooms to their 
original purpose.

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—The commercial _rice- 
growing company, Territory Rice, Ltd., is 
to build large rice mills. These are to be 
ready by May, 1958, so that the company 
can enter the export market. To begin with, 
the company is seeking a five-acre site for 
one mill preferably in the Darwin harbour 
area. It will cost more than £1m. and will 
be capable of handling 800 tons of rice a 
day. 

BRITISH EAST AFRICA.—Building 
work worth £74m. is being carried out in 
Nairobi by private enterprise. This figure 
excludes Government or High Commission 
building and the city’s African housing 
scheme. Another £4m. worth of new build- 
ings have been approved and work is soon 
to begin. These figures were quoted 
recently in the East African press after an 
interview with a City Council official. 
Millions of pounds are being invested in 
industrial plants, commercial buildings, 
private houses and flats. ... Focal point 
of the development and Nairobi’s future 
showpiece will be the City Square, where 
the main Government buildings and the 
Law Courts stand. One of the biggest new 
developments is likely to be a new East 
African headquarters in City Square for 
the Shell Company of East Africa and B.P. 
(East Africa), Ltd. Three plots have been 
allocated opposite the Treasury building. 

Work is progressing satisfactorily on the 
£ijm. cement factory now being built for 
the East African Portland Cement Company 
at Athi River, 16 miles from Nairobi. This 
is Kenya’s second cement factory. As from 
the second half of next year it will be turn- 
ing out 100,000 tons cf cement a year. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.—A contract 
was signed recently with Dominican 
engineers and the Pitometer Company of 
New York for a survey, at a cost of £90,000, 
of the existing water distribution system of 
Ciudad Trujillo. The survey will take into 
account the future water needs of the grow- 
ing capital. ... A mew sewerage and drain- 
age system is to be built in Santiago de los 
Caballeros at an estimated cost of £952,995. 
The new system has been designed for a city 
of 100,000 inhabitants as against the present 
population of 63,000. The work, it is 
thought, will be undertaken by Dominican 
engineers and locally produced materials 
will be used as much as possible. 

It was announced recently that a 
permanent Livestock Centre is to be built 
on a site adjoining the International Fair 
in Ciudad Trujillo. The Centre will cover 
an area of 170,000 square metres and will 
comprise 33 sheds. The plans also provide 
for silos, a veterinary clinic, staff of offices, 
accommodation buildings and an exhibition 
stand with a capacity for 4,000 persons. The 
construction of the Centre is being under- 
taken by Constructora Elmhurst C. por A. 

The same company has also obtained a 
contract for the construction of a further 
stretch of the Duarte highway between 
Ciudad Trujillo and Santiago at an estimated 
cost of £6,550,000. The work is to be com- 
pleted within three years. The new stretch 
of highway is 101.13 kilometres long and 
When added to the first stretch of 49 kilo- 
metres, which is nearing completion, will 


bring Santiago within 150 kilometres of 
Ciudad Trujillo. The total cost of the new 
highway, which will replace the existing 
road, is estimated at close on £9m. 

Plans have been revealed for the con- 
struction of a new port at Puerto Viejo in 
the province‘ of Azua. The port and 
harbour works which are to be completed 
within two and a half years will cost just 
over £lm. and will be undertaken by 
Ingeniero Felix Benitez Rexach who is also 
in charge of harbour improvements at Boca 
Chica and Ciudad Trujillo. 


GUATEMALA.—Both the Government 
and the Empresa Electrica de Guatemala 
have for a long time been aware of the need 
for a very large expansion of the generating 
facilities now available for supplying elec- 
tric power to Guatemala City and the 
surrounding area. It is now interesting to 
see that there is a project for the construc- 
tion of a hydro-electric power plant in the 
Jurun-Marinala area, and the formation of 
a local company which is to finance the 
new scheme has recently been announced. 
. . . The high level of private construction 
and the ambitious public works programme 
(roads, streets, schools, hospitals and hous- 
ing) has completely absorbed domestic 
cement production and has necessitated im- 
ports. The Guatemalan cefent plant, 
Cementos Novella, has therefore obtained 
an Export-Import Bank loan to enable it 
to double its present production capacity. 


NEW ZEALAND.—A £100m._hydro- 
electric power scheme to produce Im. kW. 
by building a power station 600 feet under- 
ground in the mountain country of south- 
west New Zealand, is being considered by 
the NZ Government according to the 
general manager of the State Hydro-Electric 
Department, Mr. A. E. Davenport. Reveal- 
ing these plans recently at Invercargill, Mr. 
Davenport said that the Lands Department 
had been told not to sell sections less than 
100 feet above the present level of Lake 
Manapouri, the level of which will be raised 
by that figure if the scheme is proceeded 
with. According to Mr. Davenport develop- 
ment. will take place at two stages with two 
tunnels driven through the mountains 
separating Lake Manapouri from the South 
Island’s West Coast, each stage producing 
500,000 kilowatts. 


NORWAY .—A plan for building a major 
oil refinery in Norway has been submitted 
to the Norwegian Government by the 
Standard Oil Company. The refinery would 
have an output of about 2m. tons a year 
and would be large enough to employ 400 
workers. If the authorities approve the plan, 
the refinery would probably be built at 
Skjebergkilen on the east side of the Oslo 
Fjord. 


VENEZUELA.—Two companies have 
been formed to manufacture plate glass in 
Venezuela. Industria Venezolana de Vidrio 
Plano has plans for a factory at La Victoria, 
near Maracay, with a capacity of 10,000 
metric tons per annum. Vidrio Plano 
Vezenolano CA will build a plant in 
Valencia with a capacity of 15,000 tons. . . 
Another paper factory is now planned. It 
will be situated in the hitherto undeveloped 
Amacuro Delta Territory and will cost 
£2}m. which is being found by _ the 
Territorial Government. 

Tenders based on the preliminary project 
prepared by Empresas Campenon Bernard 
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CA for the Lake Maracaibo Bridge scheme 
have now been called for by the Ministry 
of Public Works, and are to be submitted 
on August 15. Campenon Bernard’s pro- 
posals consist of a central section, one kilo- 
metre in length to cross the navigation chan- 
nel, combining an overhead steel drawbridge, 
carrying a railway line, which permits vessels 
to pass underneath and twin vehicular tun- 
nels; this will be linked to the shore on 
either side by concrete structures carrying 
both road and railway and the total length 
will be 8/9 kilometres. The cost is esti- 
mated in the region of several million 
pounds and the bridge is expected to be 
completed by the end of 1958. 

The Orinoco Bridge project at Ciudad 
Bolivar is still in its preliminary stages. The 
Ministry of Public Works are at present 
investigating the river bed to determine the 
best site. As in the case of the Lake Mara- 
caibo Bridge, land for the approaches has 
already been expropriated to avoid specula- 
tion. 

Construction of the North-South cross- 
town highway in Caracas which will cost 
£24m. is under way. .. . Work will soon start 
on a 19-kilometre section of the new road- 
way between Caracas and Valencia for 
which tenders are to be submitted. It is 
reckoned to cost £3m. and payment will be 
spread over four years. The Export-Import 
Bank has granted credits for the import of 
earth-moving equipment and other contrac- 
tor’s plant to Venezuela. . . . Bids for a new 
hotel at Cumana should be opened shortly. 
Details regarding hotel construction in 
Venezuela are obtainable from the Depart- 
ment of Tourism. 

A modern gold refining plant with a 
capacity of 200 tons per day is to be installed 
in Southern Bolivar State by a Venezuelan/ 
American mining concern. There are also 
reports that a second refining plant will be 
established in this region which will employ 
200 workers. . . . An oil company by the 
name of Creole plans a number of new pro- 
jects including the creation, at La Salina, in 
Lake Maracaibo, of an artificial island of 
7,200 square metres costing £5m. for docks 
storage tanks and a helicopter field which 
will form part of their new deep-water ter- 
minal. Another big oil company project Is 
the crude oil 20-in. pipeline over 200 miles 
long which Sacony and Sinclair will build 
at a cost of £8m. from the Silvestre field in 
Barinas State to Puerto Cabello. ; 

The United States firm Alcoa is to build 
an aluminium extrusion plant for the pro- 
cessing of bauxite. Other American firms 
such as Hanna, Reynolds, and Kaiser are 
known to be interested in deposits at Nuria, 
in Bolivar State and there are indications 
that they will follow Alcoa’s enterprise and 
invest in aluminium plants.

| FOREST PRODUCTS 
RESEARCH, 1955 


Gamma Rays v. Death Watch Beetle 
in Laboratory Report 


HERE have been no significant changes 

in the general trend of the work of 

the Forest Products Research Laboratory, 

Princes Risborough, during the year, 

according to the report of the Forest 

Products Research Board which was pub- 
lished on July 4 (HMSO, price 4s. 6d.). 

The principal efforts of the laboratory 
have been directed to the testing and assess- 
ing of new colonial timbers and of home- 
grown timbers from the plantations of the 
Forestry Commission. 

Several surveys of the use of timber in 
various industries are being carried out. 
Reports are now being prepared on the 
woods used in the manufacture of musical 
instruments and on the railway wagon and 
coach-building trade. A survey of the sports 
goods industry is now being made. 

An interesting example of variation in 
the quality of timber due to conditions of 
growth was discovered during the examina- 
tion of samples of Shorea albida, a timber 
from Sarawak. This timber shows an 
exceptionally wide variation in weight at 
various stages of growth, light wood being 
laid down during the early years of growth 
and dense wood later in life. There were 
also variations between the wood from the 
three distinct forest types of this timber tree. 

A natural defect in hardwoods, which is 
well known to wood technologists but is 
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fot generally known to timber users, is the 
existence of “tension wood,” an abnormal 
type of wood, prone to distort, split and 
collapse in seasoning, which occurs on the 
upper or tension side of trees growing out 
of the vertical and on the windward side 
of trees exposed to prevailing winds. The 
laboratory is to take steps to draw attention 
to the defects of this type of timber. 

A series of tests has been carried out at 
the Laboratory to determine the relative 
strengths of laminated and solid beams. 
Laminated beams are no stronger than solid 
ones when both are made of sound 
materials, but when defects such as knots or 
irregular grain are present, laminations can 
be arranged with care in such a way that 
the laminated beam will be stronger than 
a corresponding solid one. The vertical 
lamination of beams enables a higher design 
stress ta be used than would be permissible 
in solid members. Curved laminated beams 
have been found to be both stronger and 
stiffer than steam-bent solid ones. 

The xnife-test method of assessing the 
quality of bonding of plywood has now 
been worked out in detail. The basis of 
the method is the appearance which any 
veneer in a board presents when the one 
above has been removed by the use of a 
specially shaped knife. The highest bond 
quality is revealed when the glue line 
remains covered by adhering fibres from 
the veneer which has been removed. The 
lowest quality obtains when the separation 
takes place along the glue line itself and few 
fibres of wood remain. A scale has been 
adopted in which the highest bond is num- 
bered 10, the lowest 0 and a set of repre- 
sentative samples of intermediate qualities 
has been prepared. Any separated sample 
can be compared visually with this set and 
the quality of the bond determined. The 
method has been offered to the British 
Standards Institution for inclusion in ply- 
wood specifications which are now under 
revision. 

Two new weapons for the destruction of 
insect pests are being experimented with at 
Princes Risborough. They are gamma rays 
and high-frequency currents. The labora- 
tory experiments now being carried out with 
gamma rays in collaboration with the Radio 
Isotope Division of the Atomic Energy 
Research Establishment, Harwell, were 
begun following the recommendation of a 
committee which considered the use of this 
method of destroying the death watch 
beetles which infest the timbers of HMS 
Victory. 

Experiments so far carried out on death 
watch beetles, powder-post beetles and 
common furniture beetles at various stages 
in their life-cycles show that irradiation can 
cause sterilisation or death. 

The work with high-frequency currents 
has been concerned with the destruction of 
wood-boring insects in woods of various 
thicknesses. It was found that all larve 
in wood treated by high-frequency currents 
were destroyed when the temperature of 
the wood being treated rose above 
60 degs. C. Effective temperatures were 
reached during treatments lasting up to one 


‘minute when an output of 250 watts at a 


frequency of 75 mc/s was used. Further 
experiments are to be made using fields of 
greater power for shorter periods ranging 
up to 15 seconds.

RHODESIAN DEVELOPMENT 


THE KaRIBA DAM SCHEME has to some 
extent overshadowed the many develop- 
ments being undertaken in Rhodesia, states 
Barclays Bank DCO which has 68 branches 
in the territory. Projects currently in hand 
include a plan to increase sugar production 
in the Fort Victoria area from 4,000 tons 
to more than 40,000 tons a year as a result 
of the projected £2m. Kyle dam. To facili- 
tate this 12.000 acres are to be sectioned off 
into settlements. About 80 settlers will be 
brought in and they will be required to 
contribute £500,000 towards the cost of ex- 
pansion. A new sugar mill, ‘costing 
£2,500,000 will be erected. 

Other projects listed by the Bank are: 
Timber: £7,000,000 being invested; Tea: 
£4,000,000 being invested in establishing tea 
plantations; Copper: near Sinoia £6,000,000 
is being spent on developing copper mines; 
Steel: at Riscom it is hoped that private 
enterprise will subscribe £8,000,000 for en- 


b jarging the steel plant and £4,000,000 for 


building mills and factories to use their by- 
products; Lithium: at Bikita £1,000,000 is 
being invested to develop lithium mining; 
Tin: at Kamativi, about 35 miles from 
Wankie. £3,000,000 is being spent on the 
tin mines; Asbestos: near Shabani 
£5,000,000 is being invested in the general 
development of the asbestos industry; 
Sulphuric Acid: £3,000,000 being invested 
as a result of which production of sulphuric 
acid should begin by the end of next year, 
followed shortly after by superphosphates; 
and Cement: a new Salisbury factory, in- 
volving £1,000,000 of private capital, is be- 
ing erected for the production of cement. 


BUILDING OPERATIVES IN 
THE HEALTH SERVICE 


Revised Scale of Allowances 


THE Whitley Councils for the Health 
Services have issued ASC _ (Builders) 
Circular 16 setting out, as follows, an agree- 
ment reached by the Builders’ Committee 
of the Ancillary Staffs Council which (i) 
introduces tool allowances for plasterers in 
Scotland and (ii) increases certain extra pay- 
ments to building operatives in England 
and Wales. 

The Builders’ Committee has agreed to 
payment of ‘tool allowances to plasterers 
and plasterer apprentices in Scotland as 
follows:—2d. a day to plasterers while 
manually performing plastering work with 
their own tools and producing, on all neces- 
sary occasions, the tools prescribed in the 
list approved by the Joint Councils for the 
Building Industry. This agreement does 
not cover men using automatic or other 
tools supplied by the employing authority; 
2d. a day to plasterer apprentices who are 
put to the expense of maintaining tools. 

The Builders’ Committee has agreed to 
revised extra payments in England and 


‘Wales as follows:—Work in conditions in- 


volving close contact with dirt or filth of an 
extent or degree substantially greater than 
is inherent or usual in the building trade 
Occupation concerned, 2d. an hour; furnace 
or similar hot work up to 120 deg. Fahr., 3d. 
an hour; work in swings, cradles or boats 
Or in a boatswain’s chair, 2d. an hour; 
reconstruction and repair of all firebrick 
Work on ovens, other than domestic, 2d. an 
hour. The above agreements operate as 
from April 16, 1956.

Festival Theatre, Edinburgh 


N the Edinburgh Advisory Plan, Sir 
Patrick Abercrombie, realising the need 
for a centre for the Festival Society, men- 
tioned two possible sites which could be 
developed as cultural centres.
